Tho Austell Building Will Be ‘Opened on 
September 1st. 


A GREAT WORK OF ART 


Building in All Its Parts ls a Won- 
derful Structure. 


IS A MONUMENT TO A PROGRESSIVE MAN 


It Was Built by William Austell, Who 
Is One of the Most Enterprising 
Men in the South. 


September Ist will inaveurate the opening 
of the handsomest offices building in the 
south. 

This is the day fixed for throwing the 
doors of the big Austell building open to 
the public, and it will mark an epoch in 
the ccmmercial world of Atlanta. 

How this ereat architectural pile happen- 
el to be built, what purpose was behind its 
ecpstruction, the rersonality of the man 
who went at this great undertaking is not 


generally known. 


It was built in the face of opposition. It 
rese to the clouds among clouds. It is the 
monument to the seething energy and in- 
domitable will of one of the most enter 
prising men in the south. This building 
which bears his name was put up by Wil- 
liam W. Austell. The building itself is in- 
dicative of the man. It is solid, broad, sub- 
stantial, towering above the others in its 
massive strength. 

It was while spending his winter In Italy 
several years, ago that the idea came to- 
Mr. Austell to put up the big building in 
Aflanta. He had been recently reviewing 
the great architectural structure of the 
classic countries, and being interested in 
this from an artistic as well as practical 
standpoint the idea occurred that {t would 
pe well to put up a huge building in his 
home town. 

Returning he took up the plan, and began 
to investigate from a practical standpoint. 
The idea came to him that the property 
upon which the building stands and which 
was then covered bv the charred remains 
of the previous building, would eventually 
become the very heart of Atlanta. He knew 
that the tnion depot would in the end be 
placed on Mitchell street, and that this 
would put his building on the main street. 
It was his idea also to adapt the structure 
especially to the purpose of railroad of- 
fices. 

The undertaking was proposed to several 
of his friends and they ridiculed the idea, 
He consulted some of the best known busl- 
ness men in the city, but they gave strong 
advice that it would be unwise to go into 
the work on such an elaborate scale. 
Scarcely any one agreed with him that the 
building would be a success. In spite of all 
this criticism and in the face of direful dis- 
couragement he started upon the work. The 
design of the buiiding, which, by the way, !s 
of ionic style, was made under his personal 
supervision and’ he directed every step and 
change necessary. With Mr. Morgan as ar- 
chitect, the structure was soon designed 
and the work begun. How quickly it has 
gone up, how steadily the work has been 
pushed, and how massive and masterful 
the whole edifice, is well known. It is fin- 
ished out as no other office building in the 


. south. It will) have 2,000 electric lights and 


covers four and a half acres of floor space 

Mr. Austell himself is a man of tireless 
energy and broad enterprise. In his sure 
judgement and head long push he carries 
out the characteristics of his famous father, 
General Alfred Austell, who was noted for 
ris infallible judgment. and whose ven- 
tures in every line of Dbusiness were always 
successful. 

To a wenderful degree the son inherits 
this faculty of his father. and in a great 
many ways has given evidence of his ver- 
satile genius. It is said that Mr. Austell 
has other enterprises of a bolder nature 
than the Austell builfing already planned, 
and that ail of these will be for the good of 
Atlanta, and benefit to the people.

L. C. GIBBS IN MICHIGAN.

ARE TO TURN OUT JOHNSON 


Their Effort Is To Oust the Acting 
State Chairman. 


MEANS A REVOLUTION AGAINST BUCK- 


The Blacks Will Take the Party in 
Charge Themselves and Will 
Hereafter Manage Affairs.

There will be an effort to reorganize the 

republican party In Georgia. 

A petition has been made up and signed 
by many of the best known colored repub- 
licans calling for a state convention to be 
held in Atlanta during the last of August. 

The purpose of the organization will be 
to elect another state chairman and to take 
the party out of the hands of the present 
managers. The movement has come out of 
the dissatisfaction of that element of the 
colored republicans which has apparently 
been snubbed by McikKnley. For a_ long 
while past there has been increasing anger 
within the ranks of the republicans and 
this has just now taken definite shape, 

It has been increased by the fact that 
Colonel Buck, although now in Japan, 
where he will remain for four years, has 
never resigned. Instead of vacating the 
office, he decided to drop his c@ak on the 
present United States marshal, who would 
be known as the chairman and sub-man- 
ager. It was the idea of Colonel Buck that 
he could engineer the politics of the state, 
although in a far away land. How he 
worked this is well known. Before his de- 
parture for Washington, and even before 
his appointment as minister plenipoten- 
tiary and envoy extraordinary had been 
made, he sent out to the members of the 
state central committee letters asking if 
they would agree to the naming of Walter 
Johnson as the manager of the republican 
party. Colonel Buck reported that the re- 
sponses of the committee were all of one 
aceord. He left the reins in the hands of 
Johnson and got away from this country. 

But all has not happened in Georgia that 
Colonel Buck predicted would happen. 
The plums which he said would fall have 
fallen not. The colored leaders whom he 
said were fixed have not landed and they 
have come to believe that there was a 
shrewd game played upon them. It has 
been practically announced that no other 
oftices will come to this state very soon and 
the black leaders have returned to their 
homes and are at work in other lines than 
hunting for federal jobs. But they have 
not dropped politics alfogether.

TOLD. GF GEORGIA'S IMMENSE WEALTH 


He Was Conservative in His state- 
-ments, but Gave the Capitalists 
Information. 


Denver, Col., July 7.—(Special Correspond- 


enve.)—Georg!a made a splendid showing at 
the international gold mining convention 


held here this week. The idea of making a 


great mineral display had to be abandoned 
pecause the state’s gold exhibit at the Ten- 
pessee exposition could not be obtained. 
But individuals sent specimens of gold ore 
from Georgia mines and many of the nug- 


gets were unusually handsome. 

Mr. S. W. McCallie, the assistant state 
geologist, brought some of these specimens 
and other Georgians present had nuggets 
and pieces of ore of their own which open- 
ed the eyes of the westerners. The west- 
ern people were very much interested in 
Georgia, and the miners and capitalists 
were anxious to get information apout the 
state’s mineral wealth. Mr. McCallie read 
a paper before the convention on the “Gold 
Deposits of Georgia,” and he distributed 
p00 copies of {t among the delegates to the 
convention. This was an excellent paper, 
although rather conservative. The paper 
was accompanied by a good map of the 
gold-bearing section of the state. Mr. Mc-, 
Callie paid the expense of making the map 
and printing his article out of his own 
pocket, the state geological department giv- 
ing him no assistance. The paper is the 
most important thing which has-~- occurred 
in the way of bringing the Georgia gold 
ficlds to the attention of mining investors. 
Displays at the conventional expositions 
catch the eye of the passing crowd, but 
there are very few mining capitalists in 
such crowds. 

The matter for this article was obtained 
at the time of the gold survey made by 
Messrs. McCallie and King a year and a 
half ago. Since then there has been a great 
amount of development work done and 
some strikes have been made running 
from $20 and $40 on up. 

‘No mention is made in the sketch of the 
jarge amounts of gold taken from chutes 
in such mines as the Findley or of the great 
wealth which many of the placer and vein 
mines have yielded. 

The First Discovery. 

Mr. McCallie sketched the early history 
of gold mining in Georg!a, going back to 
the diecovery. He alludes to the tradition 
that De Soto’s band of adventurers learn- 
ed of the gotd deposits in north Georgia 
from the Indians. The tradition says that 
the Spaniards actually worked placer mines 
in the Nacoochee valley and the finding of 
implements of European manufacture in 
the gravel up there would tend to corrobo- 
rate the tradition,, but whether the Span- 


iards did get any gold out of the Georgia 
-placers makes no difference now because, 


as Mr. McCallie says, De Soto’s visit led 
to no general development of mining. 

“White’s statistics,” says the first dls- 
covery of gold in the state was made in 1829 
on Duke's creek, White county. The find 
ls said to have been a nugget which weigh- 
ed three ounces. It is also claimed {hat 
gold was found a few months earlier than 
that on the Calhoun property in Lumpkin 
county, three miles southeast of Dahlonega. 
So it is still an unsettled question, although 
there are living witnesses to the discovery 
on the Calhoun property. 

The discovery of gold in the mountains 
of north Georgia created intense excite- 
ment and a great rush eet in for the gold 
lands. Governor Gilmer wrote in 1831 tht 
the diggers with their attendants, foragers 
and suppliers, made up between 6,000 and 
10,000 persons. The next -yyear Governor 
Gilmer sent an armed foree into the moun- 
tains to drive the gold diggers out and that 
“eiarded the mining for a time. But in 
that same year $212,000 of Georgia gold was 
deposited at the United States mint. In 
IS the Indians: were removed from the 
Cherokee country and the lands were di- 
Vided into lots, some forty acres and others 
10 acres. Placer gold mining devcloped 
Tapidly and the government established a 
Mint at Dahlonega. The output of the 
Mines increased steadily until the discovery 
of gold in California, when the Georgi!n. 
Miners left by the thousands for the newW 
ii Dorado. 

Four Belts. 

There are four well-defined gold belts tn 
Georgia. These are the Dahlonega, Hall 
county, Carroll and Lincoln county belts. 

The Dahlonega belt is the largest and has 
Ylelded the most gold. It first makes 
appearance in the western part of Rabun 
county and extends through White, Lump- 
kin. Dawson, Cherokee, the extreme south- 
eastern corner of Bartow, Paulding and 
Haralson and enters Alabama near Talla- 
boosa. On this subject Mr. McCallie fur- 
ther gays: 

“As the auriferous belt enters Lumpkin 
County it gradually increases in richness 
and the number of its deposits, reaching its 
ffeatest development in the vicinity of 
Dahlonega, where for the last half a cen- 
tury has been the center of the most exten- 
tive gola mining operations carried on 
Within the limits of the state.

Veins or Ore Bodies. 


“The individual or auriferous belts are 
generally made up of several veins or ore 
bodies, running more or less parallel with 
each other and conforming in dip ana 
strike to the country rock. They vary in 
thickness from the fraction of an inch to 
a number of yards and can often be follow- 
ed along their outcropping for considerable 
distances. One of the most typical veins 
muy be described as a serles of ore shoots 
or chimneys united by quartz interlaminat- 
ed with schists, having the general appear- 
ance of a stratified deposit. A third, called 
the Tfanket deposit’ is made up of numer- 
ous lens-shaped layers of quartz. imbedded 
in schists or gneisses, All these varieties of 
ore deposits sometimes occur in the same 
locality, as in the Dahlonega region, but as 
@ general rule, the deposits of each district 
are similar or pass gradually from one to 
the other. 

“One of the best examples of the ore 
shoot deposits occurs at the Creighton 
mine, Cherokee county, fifteen miles north- 
east of Canton, the county seat. There ap- 
pears here, running parallel with each oth- 
er, two ore deposits a few yards apart. 
known as the Franklin and the MeDonald 
leads. The former has been prospected and 
worked almost continuously for three- 
fourths of a mile alone its outcropping, 
while the latter, befng much smaller, has 
been prospected at only a few places. The 
Franklin lead strikes north.

TO CHEAPEN RATES 


Wants To Encourage Proper House 
Building. 


IT APPLIES TO THE TARIFF MEN 


They Will Report at the Executive 
Committee Meeting. 


INSURANCE MEN ARE ALL IN FAVOR OF IT 


They Believe That the Rates Will Be 
Lowered and That in the End 
It Will Be Beneficial.

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the owner stating that the house and all 
its parts has been safely and properly 
built the owner on presentation of the 
certificate to the insurance companies is 
entitled to a cheaper rate. 

Some days ago Me. Pittman went before 
the advisory committee of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association and laid the plan before 
them in all its details. He showed them 
the vast benefit it would be to the insur- 
ance companies as weil as the insured, 
After a thorough discussion of the subject 
for two or three hours the committee in- 
formed Mr. Pittman that they would take 
the matter under gonsideration and see 
what they could do about it. This com- 
mittee will make a report to the executive 
committee of the association, which meets 
on the fiest Thursday in August, and that 
committee will decide whether they think 
the plan advisable. 

None of the committee will express an 
opinion about the way they feel in the mat- 
ter until they make their report to the ex- 
ecutive committee. It is known, however, 
that they are all, with one exception, in 
favor ef the plan. If this is done it is al- 
most a certain thing that the association 
will be willing to grant the reduced rate. 

if the plan is suecessful it will mean @ 
saving of many dollars to the home owners 
ef Atlanta. The idea is an original one 
with Mr. Pittman and he says that he 
does not know of any other city where 
such a plan is in force. Mr, Pittman has 
received encouragement from many of the 
insurance men of the city and most of 
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50 to 150 feet in length, with an average 
width of three feet and extending to an 
unknown depth. A horizontal section of the 
lead would show a number of irregular 
ellipses much drawn out, connected by a 
narrow line representing the quartz string- 
ers.

‘ts of the state, which are -usualiy low- 
grade,” says the geologist, “may be divided 
for convenience of description into two 
classes, free milling and sulphurets, Phe 
walling of the veins and ore bodies is usu- 
ally either gneiss or schist. 

The methods of mining and milling both 
the free and the refractory ores are de- 
scribed, and the total! cost of mining, mili- 
ing and chlorinating is put at $2.70 per ton 
at the Creighton, which leaves a handsome 
protit on $b to $9 ore. 

In summing up, Mr. McCallie says: 

“It is not at all likely that there will 
ever be discovered in Georgia large oodies 
ot high-grade auriferous ores. Such ores 
hithertu tound occur in small pockets in 
the main ore bodies; and it is not probable 
that there will be found any very marked 
exception to this general rule. 

“The future of the gold mining industry 
of the state depends, to a great extent, in 
the economic treatment of the low-grade 
ores, which are known to exist in large 
quantities. The successful treatment of 
the sulphurets by the Creighton Mining and 
Milling Company has greatly stimulated 
prospecting tor this class of ores through- 
out the various gold belts. rThe results of 
this activity will lead, in @ short time, 
doubtless, to the location of valuable depos- 
iis of sulphurets; and, ‘finally, to the erec- 
tion of mining machinery. There can be 
no question but that this class of mining 
is perfectly legitimate and offers a good 
opportunity for investments. However, no 
extensive outlay of money is advised until 
the prospects are thoroughly examined by 
some competent mining engineer, and the 
nature and extent of the ore bodies fully 
investigated. With such precautions, it is 
the writer’s opinion that the gold mining 
industry can be made as profitable as any 
other legitimate Dusiness carried on in the

The office of building tnspector, created 
two years ago, has been of most material 
benefit to the city and property owners, 
but this. new idea of Mr. Pittman’'s will, 
when put in operation, be the greatest 
work yet done by his department. 

Mr. Pittman’s duty as building inspector 
requires him to see that all houses erected 
in the city are built in accordance with 
certain cegulations. These laws are made 
with the main idea of decreasing fires and 
consist mainly in prescribing how the flues, 
chimneys and hearths shall be constructed. 
It is almost invariably the ruie that when 
“& residence burns the fire starts from 
one of these places. After a house is fin- 
ished there is no possible way for an in- 
surance company to tell whether it {!s 
properly constructed or not and they take 
the risk and their chances of it being full 
of unsafe flues, 

Mr. Pittman’s idea is that where dwell- 
ings are bullt in accordance with the laws 
and the flues safely construtteal they 
are entitled to a cheaper rate of insurances 
than a house that is apt Ao catch fire at 
any time. 

The base rate of insurance on dwellings 
for Atlanta is now 60 cents and it is Mr. 
Pittman’s plan to get this rate reduced 16 
per cent, whieh would make the base cate 
40 cents. This will, of course, apply only 
to houses built in the future and in strict 
accordance with the law. Mr. Pittman 
thinks that where a house is completed and 
he can give a certificate from his office to

But as his actions in other matters bet- 
téred his professions, so 1 presently fourid 
that in this, too, he belied himself, as 
was made clear when he came to the test. 
For, the death of King Charles Il occurr.ng 
soon after 1 came to serve him—so soon 
that I still winced when my tormer life 
was probed and hated a woman and trem- 
bled at sight of a comstable and wondered 
sorne times if this were reaily 1 who went 
to and fro daily from my garrett in bride 
lane to St. Dunstan’s—the death, 1 say, of 
that king occurring just at that time, we 
were speedily overwhelmed by the rush 
of events s0 momentous and tollowing so 
quickly one om another that they very 
shortly threw off its balance the old see- 
saw of court and country, and upset with 
it the minds of many who had hitherto 
clung firmly to a party. For the king had 
scarcely been laid very quietly in his 
grave and the duke of York been proclaim- 
ed by the title of James II, whem those who 
had fled the country in the last reign, 
either after the Rye house plot or later 
with Monmouth, returned and kindled two 
great insurrections, that of the marquis 
ot Argyle in the north and that of the 
duke of Monmouth im the west. Occurring 
almost simultaneously it was wonderful 
to see how, in spite Of the cry of a popish 
king and the Protestant religion in dan- 
ger, which the rebels everywhere raised, 
they rallied all prudent folk to the King, 
whose popularity never before or after- 
ward stood so high as om the day of the 
battle of Sedgmoor, 

And doubtiess he might have retained 
the confidence and affection of his people, 
and by these means attain to the ut- 
most of his legitimate wishes—I mean the 
relief of the papists from all penal claus- 
es, if not all civil disabilitles—had he gone 
about it discreetly amd with the modera- 
tion which ‘so delicate a matter required. 
But in the very outset the severity with 
which the western rebels were punished, 
both by the military after the rout and by 
the lord chief justice of the assizes which 
followed, gave check to this popularity; 
ard thenceforth for three years all went 
one way. The test acts abrogated at the 
first in a case here and there (yet omiz- 
ously in such a particular as favored the 
admission of papists to the army) were 
presently mullified, With other acts of a 
lixe character, by a general declaration 
of indulgence; and that, to the disgust of 
the clergy, to be read in the churches. To 
this main assault om the passive obedience 
which they had so often preached and to 
which they so fondly clung were added 
meaner attacks innumerable, and perhaps 

,0re humiliating, as the expulsion of the 

rotestant fellows from Magdalen college, 
the conversion of University college into 
a Romish seminary and the dismissal of 
my Lords Rochester and Clarendon, the 
kine’s brothers-in-law, from all their places 
because, as Was everywhere rumored, they 
would not resign the creed itn which they 
were born. 

It were long to recount all the like er- 
rors imto which the king fell, but I place 
highest the dissolution of a most toyal 
parliament because it would not legalize 
his measures, the open and shameless at- 
tempt to pack its successor, the corrup- 
tion of the judges and the trial of the 
seven bishops for sedition. It were short- 
er and equally to the point to say that 
an administration conducted for three 
years on these lines sufficed not only to sap 
the patient loyalty of the nation, but to 
rouse from its sluggish rest the political 
conscience of my employer, who, after much 
muttering and mamy snappish corrections 
and alterations, all tending, as I soon per- 
ceived. to whiggery, gave up on the day 
the Fellows of Magdalen were expelled 
his time-honored system of duplicity, and 
thenceforward, until the emd, issued but 
one letter to tory squire and whig borough 
alike. 

What was more remarkable and, had the 
king kmown it. might have served his 
obstinate majesty for a warning, he lost 
no patrons by the step, but rather increas- 
ed his readers, the whole mation by this 
time being of one mind. When therefore 
the end came and in answer to the fa- 
mous invitation signed by the seven, the 
deliverer, as the whig party still loves to 
call him, landed at Torbay, amd, with 
scarcely a blow and no life lost, entered 
London. there were few among those who 
ruffied it in his train as he rode to St. 
James’s who had done more to bring him 
to his throne than my master; though he. 
good mam wore neither spurs nor sword 
and gtood humwy afoot in the mouth of an 
alley to see the show pass.

Miss Wallace Talks 
of Women Librartans 


In a conversation with Miss Annie Wal- 
lace, the charming and popular librarian 
of the Young WMen’s Library Association, 
of Atlanta, she asserts that of the 700 
representative librarians present at the re- 
cent convention two-thirds of them are 
women. ‘“And,’”” added Miss Wallace, ‘“‘the 
majority are young, bright and charming, 
among them being that type that as yet 
we do not encounter in our south, the real 


north and west have been developed and 
are carried on according to most syste- 
kmatic methods. The librarians, their assis- 
tants and associate clerks are many of 
them graduates from library training 
schools. Not content with their diplomas, 
they continue the study of library methods 
and are so closely identified with the lead- 
ing educational movements as to be incor- 
porated with the state educational systems 
in many instances. 

“Association with many of the foremost 
librarians, however, proved that the regu- 
lar library training had not always been 
their good fortune and that experience in 
the celebrated institutions’ had supplied a 
knowledge equ2l to that afforded in the 
best training schools. 

“As in the case of women,” sald Miss 
Wallace, ‘‘they seem to find that the duties 
or jibrarian or any occupation associated 
with library work is a vocation peculiarly 
suited to them, and they are rapidly ad- 
Vancing in the world. As one might sup- 
pose, the women whom I met at the con- 
vention were an element strictly up to 
date, and association with them seemed 
a medium of tiberal instruction. 

“With two well-known young women 
Ubrarians I spent a day in the Pratt in- 
Stitute, where the library training class 1s 
considered among the finest in the world.

They will-be enter- 
tained by the lord mayor of London and a 
number of notable people. Sir Hewry Irv- 
ing will give a presentation of the ‘‘Mer- 
chant of Venice” in their honor, at which 
they will be his guests, and all through 
Great Britian entertainments have been ar- 
ranged for their pleasure. 


In speaking recently of the advisabllity 
of employing attractive young women as 
Whrarians a gentleman of evidently impres- 
sionable, if not susceptible propensities, 
declared himself against the present popu- 
larity of The movement. Tle reasoned that 
aman bent upon the scientific development 
of his intellect, and entering a library in 
quest of appropriate literature, would at 
once be turned from the even tenor of his 
way and overcome by the charming pres- 
ence of an attractive young woman libra- 
rian. 

Her very presence, he argued, inspired a 
taste for romance, sentiment and matter of | 
that nature, and instead of the book on 
philosophical, instructive subjects, for 
which he had gone to the library, he in- 
variably left contemplating the prospective 
pleasure of finding in the novel he carried | 
a young woman similar to the one who had 
suggested the book to him. It is really 
amusing to note the many objections men 
express, directly and indirectly, to the 
progress and advancement of women. 
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After Mr, Melville Dewey, who has done 
more for the development of the modern 
library in this country than any one man, 
had urged the claims of New York state 
to eytertain the American Library . Asso- 
ciation in 1898, Miss Wallace arose, and 
with much -feeling, said: ‘‘I wish I were a 
great big man like Mr. Dewey and I would 
feel better qualified to represent Atlanta’s 
interest in urging the American Library 
Association to “come south in 1898.” 
Miss Wallace spoke entirely without notes, 
and it has been impossible to obtain her 
remarks in:full. Among other things she 
said: 

“The modern library. idea of today is 
the product of the last twenty years, ana 
if the south has not kept abreast in this 
great educational raovement it {s not from 
indifference, but because the south has! 
heen in no condition to endow institutions 
of any kind, but has been busy making 
‘bread and butter.’ Another reason is the 
fact that a people that Ives out of doors: 
nine months in the year does not fee 
the need of literary recreation like people 
of a colder climate. 

“The chief cause lies in the fact that 
the south is democratic and the teachings 
of Thomas Jefferson do not lead the indi- 
vidual .to look for aid from the state or 
municipal authorities. A new condition has 
been presented—the south will have to ad- 
just itself. Already the idea that the pub- 
lic library is an adjunct to the public gchoo) 
has taken hold and it will not be long be- 
fore our excellent system of public schools 
is supplemented by the public library.

The general sentiment, however, prevail- 
ed among the active press women of the 
state that in order to uphold the standard 
of their club it was necessary to change 
the constitution and bylaws, restriciing the 
indiscriminate admission of women writers 
and aspirants, or else change the name of 
the club to one ®f Women Writers, thus 
making consistent such an organization. 

The expressions against the recent change’ 
argue that the limitations of the present 
requirements of eligibility are opposed to 
a broad scope, and that mutual interest 
that should exist and be of benefit to 
women writers in general. 

But the active press women of the state, 
those, who are identified with the profes- 
sion and deem it second to none other, 
feel that they are fully capable of main- 
taining the dignity and broad scope of their 
organization under the new rules and limi- 
tations, 


Had there been in the minds of any mem- 
bers present at the recent meeting any 
doubt as to the discretion of the new 
movement, it would have been dissipated in 
hearing the ringing address of the capable 
president, Mrs. Myrick. Herself an edli- 
tor, ami foremost among the women jour- 
nalists of the south, she spoke from ex pe- 
rience and her appreciation of and pride 
in her chosen profession.

woman s0 contradictory, especially in re- 
gard to her love of man. This observation 
is brought about in view of a discussion 
regarding the attitude of a woman, who, 
though she may love a man to distraction, 
if piqued or unappreciated by“ him, will 
Jeave no stone unturned that may render 
him unhappy or thwart his ambition. 

Though she may love him with the depth 
of her nature, yet the impulse of revenge 
will overcome it, and she will pursue with 
bitterest enmity that object for which 
she would willingly sacrifice her life. His- 
tory, fiction and the drama present con- 
tinuous instances of the woman who loves, 
avenging unrequited affection, by pursu- 
ing with almost crimimal intent, the ob- 
ject of her heart’s tenderest devotion. 
Such instances might be more evident in 
every-day life, were it not for the pride 
that holds in subservience the impulses 
of strong women, and is the power of dis- 
cipline that saves them from many acts 
that would endanger their digmity in the 
eyes of the world, 

That every woman at one time or an- 
other experiences these conflicting emo- 
tions, there is no doubt, and though there 
are those who so discipline themselves 
as to be able to control this contradictory 
weakness, to that degree when it may 
not be generally detected, it is nevertheless 
one common to most women. 

Discussing the matter, a woman having 
the case in view of an exhibition of jeal- 
ously on the part of a well-known soci- 
ety girl, attributed it to a lack of disci- 
pline, amd a lack of cont¥e] of her feelings 
that amounted to what might be commonly 
termed “Ill breeding.” “A lady,” she said, 
“under the circumstances, would have con- 
trolied herself, and suppréssed any emo- 
tion that would have been otherwise than 
consistent with her pride.”’ Then, an in- 
stamce was cited of a woman whose posi- 
tion rendered her powerful in affairs of 
state, and who loved with depth and sin- 
cerity, a man who was in a sense, depend- 
ent upon her for the gratification of cer- 
tain ambitions. A series of trivial inci- 
dents brought about a situation that ex- 
cited the jealousy of the woman, and with 
a force and determination she deliberately 
came between him and the success of his 
chosen career. In the midst of the bitter- 
est conflict against him her heart would 
waver, and the womanly nature in the in- 
teaisity of love, threaten to desist in its 
revenge. But the latter power overcame 
all else—she accomplished her purpese, en- 
tirely thwarted his plans, and yet loved 
him with*it all. 

“I do not consider that love,” said a 
party in the conversation. “It is certainly 
the conflicting of deep emotioms, but I do 
not belleve that any impulse made up of 
good and evil qualities, should be dignified 
by the appellation love, in the proper ac- 
ceptance of tnat term. Jealousy, I know, 
proceeds from love, but the moment the 
latter is deprived of its protective inclina- 
tions, it ceases to be love.” 

The truth is, love is very seldom prop- 
erly defined in the hearts and minds of 
people. Unless it partakes of their higher 
and also their physical nature, it is not

it,” eaid a woman, studious and conserv- 
ative in all matters, “It is not uncommon 
for writers to portray women loving and 
killing, as being able to love and kill at 
the same time, but no woman, if we use 
the word in the ehighest sens@, is capable 
! of injuring the person she loves knowing- 
iy. The highest type of women is evolved 
along the altruistic lines, so far, that love 
never failéth. I am not versed enough in 
the annals of murderous crimes committed 
by women to have an opinion founded on 
the real facts of life. From such crimes 
recorded in newspapers, it is almost im- 
possible to reach any satisfactory conclu- 
sion as to motive or motives, so many 
facts are suppressed and so many ex- 
aggerated, that a careful investigation of 
any act will show that many factors ope- 
rate in one motive, and that usually sev- 
eral motives prompt the act. 

“Several years: ago I was interested as 
to the underlying motive that prompted a 
woman to kill, and I believe that I came 
to the conclusion ‘that in most instances 
the act resulted from misplaced or unre- 
quited love, with a few exceptions. It seems 
to me a desecration to use the word love 
in this connection, and passion, I think, 
would be the better expression, because 
this quality so often exists when there 
is no question of love in the best sense. 
Compare, for example, the love of Capon- 
sacchi and Pompellia in Browning’s “The 
Ring and the Book,” and the love of 
Cleopatra an@ Antony. The one protective, 
self-sacrificing and exalted, “yet human at 
the red ripe ofthe heart,” the other 
stormy, turbulent, treacherous on her part 
and destructive. She is weak, yet powerful, 
tender, yet cruel, a dove and a snake, a 
fawn and a tigress, in fact, she is a mass 
of contradictions, the evil ones being in 
excess. Yet she is a siren, an enchantress, 
wringing the loves of men for pure caprice, 
winning their innermost souls with a smile. 
They may try their utmost to break the 
bonds, swear, forswear, yet ever and for- 
ever women like these are queens with 
human hearts and souls for playthings. 
To my mind it is one of the cruelest as- 
pects of the game we cal! life. 

One could talk along this line indefinitely, 
one can analyze and retrospect, and how- 
ever We treat the question, we will always 
come to the same conclusion, that all 
motives are mixed,and that in the emotion- 
al life there is a common ground between 
animals and men, and this is especially 
true in the relations of undisciplined men 
and women. The wide world is moved by 
the impulses of hunger and love, so when- 
ever I hear of these terrible crimes of 
murder and revenge being committed by 
women, I set it down as lack of develop- 
ment and the unfortunate accentuation by 
custom and training of women’s emotional 
natures. Being denied liberty, they want 
power. Lady Macbeth’s strong nature, tor 
example, was not satisfied with the limita- 
tions of wife and mother; she wanted to be 
queen, The actuating motive with her was 
ambition, pure and simple, with no quality 
of wifely devotion in it.”

Worn by a Hero of the Moment It Al- 
most Caused an Uprising. 


CONTEMPT OF Ag ROYAL PALACE GUARD 


Incipient Riot Was Quelled by a Hand- 
ful of Pebbles—A Trying Polit- 
ical Situation. 


By Stephen Crane. 


A great crowd had gathered in the Place 
ée la Constitution, in front of the rayol pal- 
ace, because it Was understood that the 
editor of one of the Athenian journals was 
to come and address the populace from a 
position in front of a well-known cafe. 
Over the tops of some trees. and above a 
stone terrace reared the quiet dwelling of 
the king, its windows all heavily curtained 
as if it had closed its eyes purposely to this 
ecene in the square below it. The old build- 
ing was sallow in the glare of the sun. A 
string of tramcars was forever tooling one 
way or the other way on the avenue which 
crossed on the terrace at the middle of 
the square, and dust ‘from the travel blew 
white across ‘the face of the palace. The 
crowd, when they looked up the slant of 
the plaza, could see a little sentry box, 
and in it an euzone of the royal guard, 
framed: as a mummy is framed in its case. 

The editor was late. He was also a depu- 
ty, and as the chamber was then in session 
he was supposed to be engaged tNere. The 
crowd did not ‘display much impatience 
while awaiting him. For one thing, a 
swarm of newsboys suddenly came racing 
ground a corner hoarsely shouting as 
charging savages might shout. They plung- 
ed headlong into this consternation of their 
prey, dispensing papers and making change 
with rapidity, meanwhile yelling. This on- 
slaught incited the crowd to bestow their 
interest elsewhere for a certain time, and it 
came to pass that when the hero of the 
minute finally appeared it took rather long 
for the news to reach the Atheniins, who 
were standing calmly in their places and 
reading. 

He had white hair. He was almost ven- 
erable. He had the mobile mouth of a poet 
and the glance of surpassing vanity. He 
wore a tall hat, gray in scheme, molded in 
a curious form. He usually lay the _ bur- 
den of responsibility for this shape upon 
the men of 1840, or of any date which lies 
far enough behind us. But it was an im- 
pressively shaped hat. It was the hat of 
violence. It was the hat of insurrection. It 
proclaimed terror. In New York this hat 
would foreshadow the cessation of the ca- 
ble car, the disappearance of the postman, 
the subterranean concealment of the cook, 
the supreme elevation of the place of beer— 
all the horrors of municipal war. No one 
could wear this terrible and revolutionary 
hat unless he was a deputy of the two miles 
bevond the extreme edge of the radicals. 
Where this hat of anarchy and inhumanity 
appears there agmes change. If you study 
the history of the famous revolutions, you 
will be taught to tremble at this hat. In 
the black sea of men this floating hat glow- 
ed, glowed with threats. 

There was at first a great deal of cheer- 
ing by some twenty men who seemed to 
be the immediate escort of the white hat. 
Their enthusiasm was impaired gradually. 
After a time te Welcome was general. A 
great cry rolled up from the square. It 
brought peoiple swiftly to the windows of 
the hotels that fronted on the square, 

The man in the white hat mounted a 
small iron cafe table. It was like a pedes- 
tal. Suddenly the white hat shone high 
above the crowd. The journalist and 
deputy was about to begin his speech when 
there was a sudden new onslaught of news- 
boys, whose vells precluded any chance of 
his being heard. He was obliged to remain 
quietly on his little table until these wolves 
had sated themselves upon the money of 
the crowd. In the sentry-box, near the 
palace steps, was still the immovable and 
indifferent figure of the euzone of the royal 
guard: In the clear air one could see plain- 
ly the fissures in the mountain afar off be- 


’ hind the palace and this mountain rearing 


above the sallow dwelling of the king, was 
beginning to turn faintly purple, a prophecy 
of evening. 

Finally the man in the 
enabled to begin his oration.

A mighty roar came from the crewd, or 
from a part of the crowd. Really, one could 
hever tell how many people were seriously 
inthe thing and how many were there only 
to see it. And amid these loud acclama- 
tions, the hero of the minute was helped 
down from his table, and escorted by hun- 
dreds of his countrymen, began a fermid- 
able march upon the palace of the king. 

As the throng swarmed out upon the 
trodden place directly in front of the palace, 
the euzone on guard came out of his.sentry 
box and began to pace deliberately up and 
down in front of the steps. He did not leok 
& the advancing crowd or heed it in any 
Way. 

The deputy left his myriad followers and 
Went to the palace docr. The euzone, a 
step above, walkcd thoughtfully to and 
fro before them. 

A murmur drose at the back cf the crowd. 
It was the audible machinery, the! temper 
of the people revolting and revolving to-

that Prince has arranged two match races 
that everybody will want to see run, The 
first race is a match between Bob Wal- 
thour and Bert Repine in three heats and 
the second is a race between M. A. Elliott, 
the Atlanta champion, and Kennedy, the 
champion of Tennessee. 

The race between Walthour and Repine 
will be for a purse of $30 put up by Prince 
and each of the riders will put up $50 on 
the result. It means that the winner will 
be in $100 and the loser out $50. Men who 
have to ride for their living are not fond 
of giving up the money so hard to get, 
and they will both try to take the money. 
The first heat will be one mile.in length, 
the second heat will be three miles and 
the last heat will be five miles. The rider 
who can win the best two out of three 
will take the money and be declared the 
champion of the south in the professional 
class. 

The amateur match race between Elifott 
and Kennedy is creating more interest, if 
possible, than the professional. Kennedy 
challenged Elliott for the race and he will 


be accommodated to his heart’s content on , 


Tuesday night. It is reported that two 
weeks; ago Kennedy had no trouble in de- 
feating Kline in two races and that he 
did it by a better margin than Elliott did. 
Elliott just did defeat Kline, so it is to be 
presumed that the match between him and 
Kennedy will be very close. 

Elliott is in fine shape and fit to run 
the race of his life. Kennedy is also said 
to be in fine shape, and it will not be a 
walkover for the Atlanta champion by any 
means. 

There will be other races on the pro- 
gramme, but all the interest is centered 
in the two match races. The fad for 
match races seems to have taken posses- 
sion of the entire country and at every 
meet there must be at least one match 
race. Match races are of course always 
faster and more even, and the people like 
to see two good men pitted against each 
other. 

Prince is working hard to give the people 
good races and will keep up the sport 
through the summer. 

Something About the Circuit. 

While the southern circuit as it was 
first mapped out has suspended, it is nut 
dead, as ‘the northern papers have pub- 
lished. In the last issue of The Wheelman 
there is a’ very mean slur cast at Prince 
and his efforts to make racing a go in 
the south. They announce that the circuit 
is dead and that another of Prince's bub- 
bies has burst. In speaxing of the article, 
Prince said: ‘“‘The racing papers of the 
north, of course, fight racing in the south 
because they do not want to see the eracks 
come south. It means money and sport to 
keep them in the north, and if the southern 
circuit had been a success they would 
have heen down here. The Circuit is not 
dead, but simply suspended, and with the 
experience I have had this year I will 
make it a grand success next year.”’ 

While Prince has not done all that he in- 
tended, he has started racing in the south 
and done more than anybody thought ‘he 
could do. It has been up hill work, but 
Prince has l@bored hard and accomplished 
a great deal. To begin with, it has been 
through his efforts that all of the coliseums 
have been built. Atlanta, Montgomery, 
Nashville,: Memphis and Chattanooga all 
have fine coliseums built by companies 
formed by Prince or for him. With this al] 
done he went to work, single-handed and 
aloae, and brought south the best lot of 
Professional riders ever in this section. 
Large purses were offered and some of the 
fastest racing ever seen tn the world was 
pulled off. The thing was liberally adver- 
tised and it was not the fault of Prince 
that the circuit was not a suecess. The 
patronage was not sufficient to run on 
“such a large scal®é and the purses were too 
large. These things had to be learned by 
experience, however, and they will be of 
ereat value to Prince next year. Personal- 
ly Prince has lost money, but he is still 
giving races and will yet make a financial] 
success for himself and the coliseum 
owners. The south is indebted to Prince 
for introducing the cleanest, best and most 
interesting sport we have ever seen. The 
people have had a taste of the sport and 
there will be a demand for it next year that 
will make it pay and give us better racing 
than we have yet had. The northern pa- 
pers will, of course, fight it in the future, 
as they have done in the past, but just as

soon as the patronage will justify it the 
cracks will come here and race part of the 


time. " 

Prince made three successful trips around 
the circuit as it was originally planned 
and after the first trip the northern papers 
commenced to say that the circuit had 
suspended. One of the reasons that the pa- 
pers are so against racing in the south is 
the fact that the riders down here have 
been making better time this season than 
has been made in the races up north and 
they are throwing lots of cold water on the 
sport for that reason. Prince need not look 
for any help from that quarter, but in 
spite of all the fighting they can do the 
cracks will come south just as soon as the 
crowds will justify bringing them and they 
find that they can make money down here. 
Iron-clad contracts are all that keeps some 
of them away from here now and at the 
end of the season up north, which is the 
first of September, al) of the fast riders 
are coming south. Their letters to Prince 
show .kat they are anxious to winter here 
and race in the Atlanta coliseum during the 
fall and winter. When they once see the 
kind of tracks We have there will not be 
any trouble about getting them to come 
south and next summer.we will get our 
share of the big match races. 

Prince has given the people a taste of 
uhe sport and next summer the demand for 
racing will make it profitable here as well 
as in the north.

Patrick Henry thought it a bad notion to 
“shut our eyes to painful truths,’ but Pat 
was wrong—the man that is blind ‘to 
painful truths” is the man who gets “‘in 
the swim” and keeps there.

we mig it delay the selling of the old 
home an prevent the moving to the place 
of opportunity. Brown and I are: both 
ready t(/ acknowledge that we were fools 
and deserved to be hated, not because our 
judgments in the matter were at fault, but 
EUnseal ond did not wet “in the swim” and 
ride along as smoothly as many who did 
ride smooth with no more sense than ours. 

At an early period after the war we 
s00n saw the disposition growing to move 
the old churches to railroad stations and 
to carry all the country educational ad- 
vantages with them. We mourned over 
this and warned all that we could against 
the trend, and now we respectfully join 
the great majority of those days in the 
assertion that “Brown and Plunkett both 
were old fools.” We should have got “in 
the swim” and perhaps we would have been 
living easy today by preaching to an ele- 
gant congregation of progressive’ people or 
beating a drum for the Salvation Army. 

Pretty soon was wshered in a ‘‘fad” for 
church elegancies. A great rivalry was 
upon us between the churches, and new 
innovations Were numerous.

For thirty years new 
ideas and new methods have been creep- 
ing upon us, multiplying and growing 
bolder. All the time Brown and I opposed

too much for us. We hava given it up. We 
are too old and run down at the heel, and 
too much In need of present mecessaries 
to undertake to drive back a wave that 
we could not detain, though we saw it as 
plain upon its way as we see jt now. 
Brown swears that there has been a pre- 
mium upon hypocrisy for several years, 
and that now it has resolved itself that a 
man must eltther be a hypocrite or lose 
all chances of doing anything in business, 
and if he fails to join the ‘‘fads,” the 
“isms” and the ‘“‘societies’’ they will act- 
ually take your family from you if you 
don’t look sharp. We are looking sharp, 
We are moving to get “in the swim” and 
I am satisfied that Brown will out-Caeser 
Caesar, if he don’t look out, and I won't 
be far behind. , 

We have arranged to start out tomorrow 
to see that one of our neighbors changes 
his ‘“‘standard” of life. We have chosen 
this old fellow because he eats coon meat, 
and we know he will make a big fuss about 
our intrusion into his private affairs, but 
the louder he cusses the sooner we will 
be along “in the swim” with oher re- 
formers, and “in the swim” is where we 
want to get. I am’playing for a good deal 
in this movement, but Brown is only 
playing for self preservation. Thé old man 
eats a little coon himself once and awhile, 
and hypocrite or no hypocrite, he is of the 
Opinion that to join is the way to keep 
them from choosing a ‘“‘standard’”’ for him 
and his folks—howl against others and no 
one will think of tackling you, is the. old 
man’s notion. 

We are in hopes that our friends will help 
us to circulate the facts in this matter. 
We have joined the refoi@iers, and wish 
very much to plunge right into “the swim.”’ 
If any man can tell more about the evil 
effects of whisky than we can, we would 
like to see him. If any man can make 
more fuss about a little charitable turn 
that we might perform than us, we would 
like to see him. If any man can take more 
interest in the affairs of the societies—male 
or female—than us, we would like to see 
him. If any man can blow louder about 
any of the little “‘graces’’ performed than 
We can, we woul@ like tv see him, for 
Brown has gone into training for the 
development of lung power, and he will 
blow our horn as never horn was blowed 
before—if we must be hypocrites, we will 
Strive to be good ones 

Of course we will have some regrets when 
we think of the old fogies, the old preach- 
ers and the old churches that we have put 
behind us, and Durnt the bridges, Dut these 
regrets will be private, very private. 

Often, no doubt, on bright Sabbath morn- 
ings, we will think of the crowds gather- 
ing at the good old church, and in our 
hearts we will Know that they are better 
than we, but this will be kept private. No 
dovwbt but that upon occasions when we 
howl and cavort at some “‘reform’”’ meeting 
we will think of the quiet old preacher that 
has walked ten miles for the privilege of 
preaching the plain scripture to a country 
congregation; but it will all be private. 
Never will the ‘‘reformers” detect anything

After seeing muddy coffee poured from 
& pretentious silver urn and sent in from 
a kitchen where one knows there is every 
modern appliance to aid perfect cookery, 
it is a triumph to show what can be done 
with a 5-cent tin pall and an egg shell or 
two. If the “drip” coffee pot can be pack- 
ed up with the other cooking ntensils it ig 
certainly more, economical, wut if the fol- 
lowing directions are followed the result 
Will be so delicious that one will feel tempt- 
ed to use no other means to such a satis- 
factory end. 

kor breakfast coffee allow a generous 
tablespoon of ground ceffee to each per- 
son and one extra to every four. Put 
this in a pall, crush up a couple of egg- 
shells, or, better still, beat an egg, : put 
half of this with the coffee, add another 
tablespoon or two of cold water, shake 
the pail so that each grain of coffee be- 
comes damp; now add boiling water in 
the proportion of half a pint to each person 
and boil surely for three minutes, watching 


the time. At the end of this time pour 
in half a cup of cold water; let it stand 
for two or three minutes where it. will 


keep hot, but has not the slightest chance 
of boiling, and well flavored, clear coffees 
will be the sure result. If coffee is made 
just for once, use the whole egg; if om- 
elette is made and there are plenty of shells, 
they answer as well, but a littl more cold 
water muust be used in preparing. Be care- 
ful not to shake the pail When pouring 
out the coffee, and bear in mind that, al- 
though he coffee should be of medium 
fineness, it must by no means be ground 
like snuff. To be perfect this coffee must 
be drunk as soon as ready, and tf milk ig 
uséd it must be bolling hot; if one is forte 
unate enough to have secured a little 
c.eam, s@ much the better. 
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WINNING THEIR SPURS.

General Fitz John Porter won his spurs 
in the attack on the City of Mexico fifty 
years ago. He gained regular promotion 
and was honored with two brevets for gal- 
lant deeds performed within a few days of 
one another. When he learned that the 
nghest of the brevets had been awarded 
for gallantry at the storming of Chapulte- 
pec he was very much astonished, and 
said that he didn’t think his work that day 
Was nearly as deserving of notice as some- 
thing he had done shortly before in an- 
other action,-and especially not to be com- 
pared with his conduct in the attack upon 
the Belen Gate, where he was wounded. 
His case offers a good illustration of the 
fact that deeds of martial valor are unpre 
meditated, and that the real hero is at the 
time unconscious that he is doing anything 
extraordinary. Only stage heroes pose for 
applause and award. 

A good soldier is absorbed in doing His 
duty, the humble work that lies closest to 
hand. If there is a crisis he acts in the 
Same way and with readiness and presence 
of mind does the right thing for the emer- 
gency. When Porter won his highest bre- 
vet he was only a sub lieutenant, just om 
of the academy at West Point. He servea 
with the famous Drum’s battery at Chapul- 
tepec. The battery was ordered to keep 
close to the heels of the storming column, 
which charged upon the walls of that noted 
stronghold. Lieutenant Porter devoted his 
attention to the cannon with which he was 
serving, and went ahead through fire and 
smoke until suddenly the whole detach- 
ment burst into the enemy's fortress, vic- 
tors. Porter’s gallantry gained him the 
favor of General Scott, who appointed him 
on his staff. 

The deeds of valor by which Robert E. 
Lee revealed himself to the world were 
also performed in an unobtrusive way. 
-hat was in Mexico, too. Lee wus then 
@ captain in the engineer corps, where 
there is little chance for the display of 
Personal heroism, but when sent out to 
reconnoiter the enemy’s position he stop- 
ped at no risk if he saw a chance to learn 
more than he was-called upon to do by his 
orders. 

At Buena Vista Captain Lee volunteered 
to go into the enemy’s territory and verify 
a report about the position of Santa Anna’s 
army. A cavalry escort sent to protect 
him failed to be at the rendezvous, cond his 
Mative Mexican guide showed himself so 
cowardly and incompetent that he cast 
him adrift and made the trip of forty miles 
alone. He brought to the American camp 
news about Santa Anna which gave Tay* 
lor’s army its brilliant victory at Buena 
Vista. 

Another feat that has been rehearsed a 
thousand times around American camp- 
fires was the perilous passage across vol- 
canic rockbeds of Pedrigal, near the City 
of Mexico, to carry vital dispatches be- 
tween the divided wings of Scott’s army. 
The rocks were pointed so sharp as to cut 
the shoes, the night was dark and stormy, 
and Santa Anna’s pickets lined the way 
on either side. After seven aides had at- 
tempted to cross and given it up, Lee set 
out alone and sucteeded. Scott declared 
that it Was ‘“‘the greatest feat of physical 
and moral courage performed by any in- 
dividual during the campaign.” 

Two brevets were given to Captain Lee 
for his gallantry in Mexico, and when Vir- 
ginia selected him to lead her forces in 1861 
the president of the convention recalled the 
unfading luster shed upon American arms 
in that campaign, and said, “it is because 
no small share of the glory of those 
achievements was due to your valor that 
the mother of heroes selects you to wield 
her sword of command.” 

While thinking of these quiet and unas- 
suming American heroes. I can but recall 
the story of General Havelock’s son and 
aid, the ‘“‘boy Harry,”’ as he. was called by 
the soldiers, in the war of the Sepoy mnt- 
tiny. One day when he was about to attack 
a Sepoy stronghold, Havelock sent Harry 
to bring up the Sixty-fourth regiment and 
place it on the front line opposite the ceh- 
ter of the mutineers. The Sepoys had a 
twenty-four-pounder right in the roadway. 

the word advance the G6ixty-fourth 
moved straight vpon the gun, which fired 
solid shot into its ranks until it was within 

300 paces and then showered the ground 
with grape and canister. To inspire the 
men, the boy placed himself in front of the 
muzzle of the piece and dashed on until 
he reached it, followed by the soldiers, who 
would dare anything under such. leader- 
ship. The gun was taken and the day was 
won. Throughout that ordeal, so his com- 
rades declared, the boy was as calm and 
ag unconscious of the awful surroundings 
as though sitting quietly at home and 
telling stories of his campaigns in India. 

America has a modest heroie Harry, too, 
Harry Reese, the winner of a gold medal 
of honor from congress and also an officer's 
commission for marvelous coolness and 
bravery in the affair of Burnside’s mine at 
Petersburg. Harry was a popular leader 
among the volunteers who went out from 
the mining districts of Pennsylvania in 
1861. He served in the ranks until 18. 
Yeung as he was, he had practical experi- 
ence in mining, and was one of the pro- 
jectors of the plan to drive a shaft under 
a ecnfederate fort and lay a magazine of 
powder to destroy the formidable work 
and open a gateway to the city of 
Petersburg. When his superiors doubt- 
ed the: feasibility of the _ project, 
Sergeant Reese promised that the actual 
labor of the mine should be performed at 
ajl hazards, and that labor proved to be 
the excavation and removal of 18,000 cubic 
feet of earth from a tunnel extending un- 
der the confederate lines. The earth was 
dug out and removed at night. For fear 
of detection from the ground overhead the 
men worked in a close shaft without air 
from the surface. Thé smallest aperture 
could not be made through the roof of the 
tunnel without danger of its being found 
out by confederate scouts or pickets. In 
that foul air the miners became faint and 
meeded to be cheered and encouraged at 
every step. The soul of the enterprise was 
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constantly and took what sleep he had at 
the mouth of the pit. 

But the most heroic feat of all was when 
the mine had been completed and half a 
ton of powder packed into the cells  be- 
neath the doomed fort. Twenty thousand 
men stood waiting to charge into the 
breach the momert of the explosion, and 
a fuse running through the powder trough, 
the length of the tunnel, was burning 
spot.

“Ill come 
tomorrow with my dog and shoot the fox, 
and you are to pay me 3 francs.” 

“Give me your hand on it,’”’ said the man, 
and the king shook hands with him, The 
next day he kept his word, found the fox 
and killed it, amd the peasant counted 
him out his pay. The king took it and 
seemed fo weigh it thoughtfully in his 
hand. 

“This Is the first money I ever earned,” 
he said, “and it gives me a very pleasant 
feeling.’’ 

The next day he sent a dress and neck- 
lace and earrings to the peasant’s wife. 

He went alone and on foot about Rome, 
often entering the theaters a the pubiic 
doors. One day the portress of the Augen- 
nes theater caught a gentleman puffing 
smoke from his cigar into the face of her 
favorite angora cat. Rushing forward to 
rescue her pet, she seized his tormentor by 
the arm; he turned around, and there she 
was face to face with the king. 

This was a very different kind of general 
friendliness from that shown by most sov- 
ereigns, even when they pride themselves 
on their graciousness. For instance, 
George IV of England prided himself on 
lifting his hat to every one who saluted 
him in public, but once it was observed 
that he bowed to every one on the street 
till he came to a man who swept @ cross- 
ing, whom he passed without notice. He 
explained the matter afterward when 
points of etiquette were under discussion, 
by saying: “To salute a beggar without 
giving him something would be a mockery, 
and to stop for the purpose of bestowing 
sixpense would wear the sembiance of Os- 
tentation in a prince.”’ 

Victor Emmanuel would have done some 
kind of thing under the circumstances, be- 
fore he would have had time for such rec- 
ondite reasoning in defense of rudeness.

Encampment at Meldrim Is Proving 
a Great Success. 


FOUR HUNDRED MOUNTED MEN 


‘There Is Work for All from Daybreak 


Until Dark. 


ATLANTA TROGPERS ARE THE BEST SHOTS 


Governor’s Horse Guards Make the 
Highest Score on the Rifle Range. 
Camp Will Break Tomorrow. 


The cavalry encampment at Meldrim is 
proving one of the best outings the cavalry 
of the state has ever had. It is the largest 
encampment of cavalry the state troops 
have ever had, and the officers in charge 
say the men are showing off to better 
advantage and learning more than at any 
previous encampment. 

The camp is located on the Central rail- 
Way, seventeen miles west of Savannah, 
and is known as Camp Atkilson, in honor 
of Governor Atkinson. 

The superb grove of pines growing on a 
little land in that section, was donated 


and improved by Major Meldrim, of Savan- 
mah, especially for the cavalry of the state. 


It is said to be on the highest point in 
that section of the country. and am ideal 
spot for the troopers to enjoy themselves. 
Four hundred men are in camp, forming 
companies representing every regiment 
in the state. The only troop absent is 
one from Augusta. 

The companies are the, Governor's Horse 
Guard, Georgia Hussars, Liberty Inde- 
pendent Troop, Liberty Guards, MaclIn- 
tosh Light Dragoons, Effingham Hussars, 
Troup Hussars and a company from Har- 
ris eounty, one from Burke and one from 
Waynesboro. 

Colonel Gordon, commandant of the 
camp, has put the soldiers under very 
Strict discipline, and no time is allowed 
for anything other than military duty. As- 
sembly is seunded at4p. m., and fifteen 
minutes later drill is gone through with 
for one hour. At 5:15 the breakfast call is 
sounded, At 6:15 guard moumt is had: 7:15, 
battalion drill, and at 8:30 three shooting 
teams are carried out on the range, where 
they are kept all day until 4:45 p. m., when 
dress parade and review takes place on 
the pamde ground. 

This schedule was hard on the boys at 
first, and some kicking was heard, but 
this was soon hushed by the officers. 

The officers of the camp are Colonel Gor- 
don, of the First regimemt, Savannah, com- 
mandant; Major Meldrim, First regiment, 
Savannah; Major Barnard, First battalion. 
Captain Oscar Brown represnents the 
state, and Lieutenant Heavy, of the United 
States army, is there in behalf of Uncle 
Sam. 

With this efficient corps of officers the 
Georgia boys are receiving a taste of real 
service. 

The rifile practice consumes a large part 
of the time, and some very valuable re- 
sults are being gained from it. 

One of the scores made by the Gov- 
ernor’s Horse Guard has not been equaled 
by any of the other teams. The score was, 
Sergeant W. S. Brown, 97 points; A. G. 
Ballard, 96; L. J. Daniel, 8&8; G. M. Hope, 
86; George A. Clarke, 8). The nearest ap- 
proach to this score has been made by the 
Georgia Hussars. The rifle range is one 
of the features of the camp. It Is said 
to be the best im the state, having 1,000 
feet of range. 

Mr. L. J. Daniel, who returned yester- 
day from the encampment, is enthusiastic 
in his pmise of the soldiers. 

He said: 

“Camp Atkinson is one of the finest 
camp ever held by Georgia troops, It is 
well located in a magnificient grove of 
Jines. It is supplied with artesian water 
and shower baths. There were mo flies 
or mosquitoes while I was with them, and 
no indications of any. The camp is Kept 
under strict. discipline, and all seem to 
enjoy the“wayNt is run after the first rub 
against it. 

“The-Governor’s\Horse Guard are making 
@ magnifidrtnt—showing, as are all the 
troops, amd it is a most inspiring scene 
when all of them appear on dress parade. 

The Horse Guard gave a’dinner to their 
friends in the camp on Friday. Among 
those present were Colonel Gordon, Major 
Meldrim, Major, Barnard, Captain Brown 
and Lieutenant Heavy. Our company has 
been singularly honored by the camp, and 
we feel proud of the attention we have re- 
ceived and the appearance we have made.” 

The Horse Guard were given the honor 
of having the officer of the day and two 
orderlys, which in military affairs is very 
rare. 

Camp will break on Monday.

GEORGIA NAVAL ENCAMPMENT 


Monitor Passaic Is Now Being Made 
Ready for Use. 


GOVERNOR WILL BE PRESENT 


The Wilmington Will Be Turned Over 
+ to the Seamen by Secretary 
Long’s Instructions. 


Brunswick, Ga., July 1).—{Special.)—The 
naval reserves are getting the monitor Pas- 
saic, the historic old war vessel, ready for 
the encampment of the Georgia naval bat- 
talion. 

Never before in the history of the state 
has the chief executive had the opportu- 
nity of assuming command of as fine a body 
of volunteer marines as will greet him on 
July 15th. From the time he steps on shore 
at St. Simons island he will be surrounded 
by the Brunswick and Savannah divisions 
and shown how skilled and proficient the 
naval forees of Georgia are in the handling 
of boats for coast defenses, and the manip- 
ulation of big guns for heavy fighting. 

The naval militia is a branch of volunteer 
soldiery but little known of in the south. 
In the northern states, where commands 
have fluorished for years, they are consid- 
ered the most important for states border- 
ing on the seacoast. In defending the 
coast they keep out invaders who would 
otherwise land and gain headway. 

The coming encampment is the first ever 
participated in by a Georgia battalion. An 
effort Was made to send the divisions to 
Norfolk for a joint encampment with the 
Carolina reserves. This was disapproved 
by the local commands and commanding 
Lieutenants Aiken and Wright proceeded 
to Washington to change the orders to 
Brunswick, With the assistance of influ- 
ential persons this was done and Secretary 
Long promised a gunboat to train the Geor- 
gia reserves. The Wilmington will be here 
for that purpose on the 13th. July 15th the 
four divisions will go on board and remain 
Seven days. 

The last -two days of the encampment will 
lap over into the Fourth regiments dates 
and the soldiers on St. Simons on those 
dates will be the greatest in numbers ever 
seen together in camp at any one time in 
Georgia since the war. 

The Atlanta Artillery Is expected for 
three days during the encampment and will 
be heartily welcomed. 

Two detachments of naval militia came 
up from the aPssaic today, where they 
have been at work. A relay of men went 
down on the early boat and when they fin- 
ish scrubbing and painting the monitor will 
be in fine condition for visitors. The Pas- 
saic is anchored about one-half mile from 
the ocean pier. It Is probable she will be 
moved nearer this week. so as to be more 
accessible to visitors. Arrangements have 
goeen made to have all boats to the island

Reports from all sections of the 


country recelved by the Associated Press | 


tonight show  prostrations numbering 


in the neighborhood of 2,0, with fatalities | 


close to 250. 


In addition to this, there were scores 


of deaths resulting indirectly from the in- 
tolerable heat, the death rate in many of 
the large cities showing a fearful increase 
over previous yerrs. 

The central states suffered more severely 
than other sections, the heat being most 
deadly in Chicago, Cincinnati and St. Louis. 
In rumber of fatalities this city heads the 
list, with eighty-seven deaths: Cincinnatt 
and suburban points reporting sixty-five, 
6nd St. Louis forty-two. Through the 
lcwer south the heat was intense, but the 
death rate is much lower than in the 
north. 

ATLANTA—No deaths from heat 
in this city and no prostrations re- 


ported. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., July 10.—There have 
been seven deaths from heat in Buffalo 
this week, five of them yesterday. In the 
past two days there have been five deaths 
from heat in neighbor!ng towns. 


BOSTON, July 10.—The mercury which 
since last Monday morning has’ ranged 
from 90 to 110 in the shade, took a decided 
drop today, the highest point reached to- 
day, according to the signal office, being 
76. During the past six days twenty-seven 
prostrations by the heat have been report- 
ed, four of which have resulted fatally. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 10.—Since 
the beginning of the warm weather fn this 
Section only two deaths have occurred from 
heat, both being negroes. 


CHICAGO, July 10.—Eighty-seven people 
have died from the effects of heat since 
July ist. In addition, six have drowned 
while bathing to escape the sizzing rays 
of the sun, six have been driven insane, a 
like number had committed sulcide, while 
347 prostrations, more or less serious, have 
occurred. 


CLEVELAND, 0., July 10.—Sinc¢e the be- 
ginning ofthe present heated term there 
have been reported in this city thirty-two 
prostrations, of which five proved fatal. 
The highest temperature reached was 97 
degrees on last Sunday. 


CINCINNATI, July §@0.—Coroner’ Haer 
reports fifty-three fatal cases of sunstroke 
here for the past seven days. This does 
not include a dozen such fatalities for the 
week in Covington, Newport and other 
Kentucky suburbs. There were over 800 
prostrations that were not fatal. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. July 0.—No 
deaths from heat have occurred tn Jack- 
somville this summer. No deaths from this 
cause were ever known to oceur in 
Florida, 


KANSAS CITY, July 10.—Eight deaths 
were directly due to the extreme hot 
weather which has prevailed in Kansas 


City during the past week. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., July 10.—This town 


knows nothing about sunstrokes, 


NEW YORK, July 10.—The number of 
deaths in New York city from sunstroke 
for the week ending at 6 o'clock tonight 
was fourteen. 

NORFOLK, Va., July 10.—Though the 
temperature (official) during the week has 
been as high as 98, there have been no 
deaths, and only one prostration. 

PITTSBURG, July 10.—The Intense heat 
prevailing since the first of July is re- 
sponsible for twenty-two deaths and for- 


“’ ty-seven serious prostrations. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 10.—S’nce the be- 
ginning of the present hot wave only three 
deaths have resulted from heat prostra- 
tion in this city. A number of persons 
have been overcome by the sun’s rays, 
but the death rate has been comparatively 
small. 


RALEIGH, N. C., July 10—The max!- 
mum temperature at the weather bureau 


EE 


since June 29th has ranged from 90 to 97 
degrees. Thermometers on the street 
every day went over 100; There have been 
several prostrations here from heat, but no 
deaths. 


RICHMOND, Va., July 10.—There have 
been no deaths here this summer that 
could be attributed directly to the heat. 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 10.—There 
were two deaths from heat this week, both 
today. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 10.—In strong 
contrast with the extreme heat -which has 
prevailed throughout the middle“and east- 
ern states during the past ten days is the 
temperature on this coast. In San Fran- 
cisco, Where such a thing as a prostration 
on account of the heat is unknown, the 
thermometer registered 50 degrees at 6 
o'clock and at noon registered 65. Even 
in southern Callfornia, where it is always 
warmer than here, the highest temperature 
recorded today was 66 in Los Angeles. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., July 10.—There have 
been four deaths from the heat in this 
city and immediate vicinity within the past 
two days. 

UTICA, N. Y., July 10.—There have been 
four deaths from the heat during the 
week. 

WASHING ON, July 10.—The only death 
from heat that has occurred in Washing- 
ton this summer was that of William Car- 
roll, a hotel employe, on July 3d. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., July 10.—The 
highest point reached here by the ther- 
mometer during the heated term was 97 
degrees. At 8 o’clock ‘tonight the reading 
wis 78. There have been no prostrations 
from heat this summer. 


WORCESTER, Mass., July 10.—There 
were two deaths from the heat In this city 
during the week.

How the President of the United States 
Settled the Bicycle Question. 


The Northwestern College Athletic As- 
Sociation was a long time settling the ques- 
tion as to what bicycle they would use.

“Young gentlemen, when I was a boy I 
used to ride ‘a wheel. (Cheers.) It was a 
high fellow, and I was away up in the air 
or down on the ground—(cheers)—but it 
was a good wheel, and about the only one 
that was then made. It was made over in 
Hartford, Conn., before you boys were 
born. That company has Been making and 
re-making that bicycle for years and years. 
They have always been rich and could buy 
any new tmprovement. They have always 
been at the top. They have made a million 
wheels. That company—the Columbia—l 
hear has forty of its own men riding its 
wheels all the time. They ride a wheel 
40,000 miles, then take it apart and see if 
there {s a weak part. Then they make an 
improvement. It seems to me that that 
Columbia wheel is the survival of the fit- 
test. It is the summum bonum. It grew 
up like the Hoe printing press, the Stein- 
way and Sohmer pianos, the Singer sewing 
machine, and Pullman car. It is the oldest 
bicycle. It is the Methuselah of wheels. 
That company is to the bicycle what Edi- 
son is to electricity, Krupp to steel can- 
nons, Koch to bacteria, Meissonnier to 
painting, Phidias to art, and McKinley to 
the tariff, and—’’

It was finally agreed, 
however, to divide the money prv rata 
among the principals. The chorus Is to be 
given two benefit performances on Monday.

FOUND IN BARREL 


Niysterious Find Made Near the 


Town of Quitman, Ga 


RIVALS GULDENSUPPE CASE 


Barrel Was Found Partially Burled In a 
Swamp: 


FISHERMEN ~ OPENED =THE CASK 


Investigation: Led to the Discovery of 
Woman’s Body, Cut Into Blocks. 
The Pieces Were Packed in 
Mud and Beginning to

Next, pieces of flesh and clothing were 
taken out, all in a fairly good state of pre- 
servation.

News of the discovery s00n spread 


through the neighborhood and today hun- 
dreds of people have visited the scene and 
viewed the ghastly remains.

barrel was unearthed is a mile or more 


from any house 

The neighborhood is thinly eettled and 
about fifteen miles from here.

The news was brought to town by Depu- 
ty Sheriff Taylor, who had been up to 
investigate the case, and bis accounts of

The Inca was headed down stream and 
responded to the Pope’s signal to keep on 
the port side. The Pope kept backing to- 
ward the dock and the engineer misunder- 
stood the signal bells to go forward, the 
Inca kept bearing down and a disastrous 
collision seemed inevitable. Before the 
Pope's stern struck McCollough’s dock the 
Inca’s bow crashed into her after the pad- 
Gle wheol cn the Pope's side. 

The crash and impending danger caused 
several passengers to jump onto the dock. 

When Ceptain Lomm realized that there 
was evidently a misunderstanding of bells 
in the Pope engine room he gave signal to 
back water. Engineer Devereaux gave the 
Inca’s engines full play and when) she 
struck the Pope her screw was churning 
the water territicaily. This saved the Pope 
from a more serious blow and made the 
damage comparatively light.

Negro Kills a White Man and Seeks 
Safety in Flight. 


BLOODHOUNDS PUT ON TRACK 


Scott Slays Hammond at Pidcock Over 
an Old Grudge. 


THE OFFICERS ARE COVERED WITH PISTOLS 


Running Fight Follows When the Ne- 
gro Is Located and One of a Sher- 
iff’s Posse «ls Wounded. 


Quitman, . Ga, July 10.—(Special.)—Lee 
Hammond, a white man, was killed at 
Pidcock last night about 12 o’clock by @ 
negro named Scott, and Scott was today 
shot through the shoulder by Sheriff Conoly 
while resfSting arrest, he in turn shooting 
a member of the sheriff's posse through the 
arm with a load of buckshot. 

Hammond was a lumber inspector who 
had worked off and on for a number of 
years with the Pidcock Lumber Company. 
He had been absent from Pidecock for a 
number of months, but returned several 
days before the shooting. 

Scott was a barber at Pidcock and came 
Originally from Milledgeville. 

Frierds of Hammond claim that the 
shooting was the result of an old feud be- 
tween the parties, and entirely without 
provocation, and that Hammond was shot 
in the dark without warning. On the other 
hang, Scott claims that Hammond and 
some other white men had threatened to 
whip him and shot at him severa! times last 
night before he fired the fatal shot. 

Scott fled immediately after the shooting. 
The authorities at Pidcock wired Ed Me- 
Crae to bring his dogs to the scene to 
run the fugitive to cover. Today McCrae, 
Sheriff Conoly and a posse composed. of 
several white men and a negro named Wal- 
thour reached, Pidcock and began the pur- 
suit, but the dogs were not able to follow 
the track and a house to house search was 
instituted. The posse found a negro house 
with doors and windows fastened some 
three or four miles from town. Conoly went 
to the front door and called Scott to come 
out, as though he were known to be in 
the house. Receiving no answer he began 


to force the back door. Scott suddenly 
opened the front door, covered McCrae 
with his gun, and as MeCrae hugged his 


horse, started on a run gun in hand, Conoly 
emerged from the rear of the house and 
began firing, on the fleeing negro with a 
44-caliber Colt’s pistol. Seott showed signs 
of being hit and began to make for a con- 
venient swamp. At this point Conoly stop- 
ped to reload his pistol and McCrae and 
Walthour took up the chase. As Scott en- 
tered the swamp he turned and fired on 
Walthour, shooting him through the arm 
with buckshot. 

Conoly again took the lead and after_en- 
tering the swamp forty or fifty yards, found 
Scott lying on his face prostrated from his 
wounds. Conoly siipped the cuffs on his 
captiv» and brought him here today. Scott's 
wound was through the shoulder and is 
not fatal.

Maior Smythe Writes a Card. 


Major Smith today handed 16 fol- 
lowing card, requesting its pu ion: 

“Washington, July 10.—Editor nstitu- 
tion: In your issue of the &th imstant, 
you publish a letter written by me some 
twenty-three years ago to Mr. Bancroft, 
which some opponents of mime seem to be 
industriously circulating. 1 fulty explained 
this letter to the public many years ago, 
and I believe satisfactorily. As it now 
comes up again, another brief explanation 
seems to be necessary, so that this letter 
may be better understood and that wrong 
constructiong may not be placed upon it. 

“In 1874 Mr. Bancroft sent me a bill for 
his services on account of some arrests he 
had made. But for the reasons stated in 
my letter, his bill would have been paid in 
full by me, and I should have reimbursed 
myself by putting in vouches for mileage 
agmainst the government, the difference in 
the two accounts going to the emoluments 
of the marshal’s office. 

“The mileage, however, having been in- 
advertently cut off by congress, in revising 
his account, to meet this change, I was 
obliged to deduct the entire amount 
charged by him for his time taken in this 
service, and I added a small item for 
horse feed, which he had overlooked or 
neglected to charge for, and also two more 
meals were allowed on the understanding 
that' they covered the meals upon his 
starting from and returining home. As 
he received no pay for his time, it seemed 
to me, under these umusual circumstances, 
only fair to him that he should be given 
all the meals his time entitled him to, 
even though some were furnished by my- 
self. I had no interest in the matter my- 
self, excepting to save this deputy from as 
much loss as possible occasioned by this 
accidental change in the law. As a matter 
of fact, these vouchers were never held 
against the govermment, as the mistake in 
the law was corrected and mileage restored 
before the accounts were presented. 

“The statement that ‘in order to make 
these accounts pay, you should have a 
guard, but without paying out anything,’ 
may seem a strange onw to those not con- 
versant with marshals’ accounts. 

“lt is completely covered, however, and 
sanctioned by the decision of United States 
Judge Ballard, of the district of Kentucky, 
and published in The Cincinnati Commer- 
cial July 25, 1878. In this case it was ob- 
: that the guards charged for ‘were 
witnesses for the United States in said 
cases, and were paid for their mileage 
and attendance as witnesses, and that the 
marshal should not be allowed for the 
transportation of them as guards.’ 

“The judge overruled the objection, stat- 
ing that ‘by the express terms of the stat- 
ute the marshal Is allowed for transporting 
criminals, himself and guard 10 cents per 
mile each. It matters not whether the 
marshal pays the guard anything for his 
service, or whether he pays anything for 
transportation, he is allowed, under any 
ana all circumstamces, for transporting 
criminals, himself and guard, a certain 
arbitrary fixed fee.’ 

“The only amaumt thé marshal could col- 
lect from the government for a guard was 
10 cents per mile. If the hire of the 
guard and the cost of transportation ex- 
ceeded this amount, the marshal was the 
loser; if less, the difference went to his 
emolument. To make anything it was 
necessary to reduce this cost to its lowest 
possible terms, and he was entitled to do 
this under the comstruction of the law. 

‘The letter to Mr. Baneroft was written 
in the belief that the statements were cor- 
rect, and warranted by law, and was ac- 
cordingly copied imto the official letter 
book of the marshal’s office and left by 
me there with the other records. 1 may 
have been in error, but the mistakes were 
at heart honestly made. Respectfully 
yours, W. H. SMYTHE.”

For Silver; Against National Banks. 

“Now, we, as populists, believe, as we 
have always believed, that the most effec- 
tive way to. striky at the money trust is 
by the restoration of silver and the conse- 
quent cheapening of gold which would bring 
increasing prices for the products of the 
producers—the products of the farmers and 
the miners, and the labor which is the 
product of the workingman; and striking 
down the national banking system. As I

We are for it as a step in the right direc- 
tion; but we point out and emphasize the 
fact that there are other ills which the free 
coinage of silver will not reach—vital ills, 
lls which cannot be cured without resort- 
ing to some of. the remedies suggested in 
the populist creed. We believe the demo- 
Crats are emphasizing the silver issue too 
much. We believe that in holding it out 
as the panacea for all ills, they are making 
& mistake and that should the people put 
them in power on that idea, they will be as 
badly disappointed as they will in the 
Tepublican method of curing the ills—the 
tariff bill. The republican plan is bound 
to fail. The republicans made the people 
believe that the tariff was at the root 
of all the trouble and that a revision of 
the tariff on republican Hnes would bring 
Drosperitys They are bound to fail—they 
Cannot possibly suceeed. We believe that 
If the democrats induce the people to be-

I asked Congressman Howard how he 
summed up the work of the conference. 

Did Not Follow the Extremists. 

“As I said, beneficial to the populist par- 
ty. There is no clash and no split. The 
conference instead of doing what some of 
its promoters first intended, that is bring- 
ing about a split, did the wise thing. Un- 
doubtedly the conference did not do what 
some of the extremists in the party who 
had urged that it, be held, hoped it would 
do.

BMPEROR WANTS AN 
ENTENTE WITH CZAR 


Anxious for Russia and Germany To 
Agree Upon a-Policy. 


IT MUST BE ANTI-BRITISH 


William Will Pledge Systematic Sup- 
port to Northern Ruler. 


UNDERSTANDING WITH FRANCE DESIRABLE 


Development in the Cabinet Crisis 
Will Be Postponed Until Return 
from Moscow.

Berlin, July 10.—The main business of 
serlous import to be transacted during 
Emperor William’s visit to the czar, the 
correspondent of the Associated Press here 
learns, will be the formulation of a distinct 
understanding between Russia and Ger- 
many in regard to a frankly antlt-British 
policy in the Orient, especially in connec- 
tion with Japan and China, and in the 
event of possible complications arising from 
the critical situation in India, Emperor W)- 
liam will pledge himself to systematically 
support Russian interests In that part of 
the world. 

Russia, on her part, is to promise the 
weight of her influence in favor of Ger- 
many in the event of the annexafion plans 
in Samoa and elsewhere maturing. 

The emperor hopes, notwithstanding the 
natural jealousy of France growing out of 
this programme, that an entente with the 
French republic in most cases will also be 
possible. 

Further developments of the cabinet crisis 
will be postponed untill his majesty’s re- 
turn from St. Petersbafg. It is probable 
Prince Hohenlohe will remain in office until 
the fall at least. 

A sensation has heen produced by an edi!- 
torial article in the Cologne Gazette saying 
that unless a total retracing of steps takes 
place at Berlin the next elections “will 
bring a voleanic eruption of popular tndig- 
nation and a terrible defeat for the Ost- 
Elbisches-Junkerthum (the aristocracy or 
nobility of the territory east of the river 
Elbe).”’

FUNERAL IN SENATE CHAMBER 


Services Conducted Over the Remains 
of Isham G. Harris. 


McKINLEY WAS IN ATTENDANCE 


Casket Remained in Front of Speak- 
er’s Stand Until 9 O’clock 
Last Night. 


Washington, July 10.—Impressive funeral 
»services over the late Senator Isham G. 
Harris occurred in the senate chamber at 
noon today in the presence of President 
McKinley and the members of his cabinet, 
senators and members of the house of 
representatives, members of the diplomatic 
corps, justices of the supreme court and 
Officials from all branches of public life. 

The chamber had been elaborately draped 
for the oceasion. The desk of ‘the late 
senator was heavily bound in crepe with a 
crepe scarf thrown Over the vacant seat. 

In the semi-circular area, immediately in 
front of the presiding officer, stood the case 
ket, resting on heavy black draped pede- 
stals and literally buried in floral offerings. 
On the plate was inscribed: 

“Died July 7, 1897. Isham G. Harris. Aged 
seventy-nine years.”’ : 

The president and his cabinet were an- 
nounced at 12:15 o'clock. President McKin- 
ley came first, accompanied by Secretary 
Sherman, with Secretaries Gage, Alger, 
Wilson, Attorney General MeKenna and 
Secretary Porter following. They were 
seated in the front semi-circle to the right, 
the president on the aisle and before the 
flower-covered casket. Across the aisle 
were the escort of senators, each wearing 
a broad white silk badge of mourning from 
shoulder to hip. 

The services were brief and simple, con- 
sisting only of prayers by Rev. Mr. John- 
ston, Rev. ‘Dr. Duffy, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south, and Chaplain 
Couden, of the house of representatives, 
the latter pronouncing the benediction. 

At 12:30 p. m. the ceremony was over and 
on motion of Senator Bate, of Tennessee, 
the senate adjourned. 

Without formality President McKinley 

and the other officials retired from the 
chamber. The casket remained in the 
chamber with an honorary guard about it, 
the doors ‘to the floor and galleries being 
closed after 1 o’clock. 
' The casket will remain in the senate un- 
iui 9 o'clock tonight, when it will be borne 
to the funeral train for the late senator's 
home, 


MR. ST. JOHN’S DENIAL. 


He States Emphatically That He Will 
Stay with the Seaboard. 

Portsmouth, Va., July 10.—(Special.)— 
Viee President E. St. John, of the Seaboard 
was back at his office this morning after a 
trip over to New York. He stated that he 
did not intend to leave the Seaboard for 
the Canadian Pacific. It is quite certain, 
though, that Mr. St. John had an offer, 
but he has a contract with the Seaboard 
with two and a half years more to run. 

“You can deny for me in the most posi- 
tive terms the report that 1 am going to 
leave the Seaboard Air-Line to enter the 
service of the Canadian Pacific,’’ said Mr. 
St. John. “How or why such a report 
originated I am at a loss to understand, Il 
do not want to leave that property, and, 
in fact, the consideration would have to be 
most powerful in order to get me to think 
of such a step. My relations with the Sea- 
board are of the pleasantest kind. I more 
than appreciate the guod will and valuable 
assistance the southern people gave us 
during our recent struggle, and the many 
friendships I have made since I have been 
in the south ‘would seriously operate 
against any proposition looking to my 
withdrawal from the Seaboard. I am per- 
fectly satisfied with my present surround- 
ings, and I have no thought of changing. 
Whether I have received an offer to go else- 
where, directly or indirectly, is anothee 
matter, but as I eaid, I will remain with 
the Seaboard for some time at least.’ 

“As to the Seaboard Air-Line, it is more 
than holding its own. We are not now re- 
sorting to heroic measures. 

‘"There is no occasion for it. Besides this 
is a bad time for renewing hostilities. 
What we propose to do I am not prepared 
to state. We are operating the Seaboard 
Air-Line as it ought to be operated and 
our earnings show for it. Reeently we 
have had severe rains, which materlaily 
affected our line, particularly the lowet 
division, but now we awe rapidly getting 
things into shape.”’ 

In answer to a question whether the Sea- 
board directors would declare a @ividend at 
the meeting in October, Mr. St. John eaid: 
“That is a matter | cannot talk about. You 
will have to see our president, Mr. Hoff- 
man, for he alone is qualified to talk on 
that subject.” 

Mr. St. John said: “The southern eftua- 
tion at the present time is very quiet. All 
the lines are doing comparatively good 
business and the outlook is better than it 
has been for some time.” 

Despite Mr. St. John’s disinclination to 
discuss the likelihood of the Seaboard de- 
claring a dividend, it is ‘generally under- 
stood that euch action will be taken when 
the directors come together in amnual ses- 
sion in Wctober.

Scheme Proves a Failure.

Colonial Premiers Prefer Independent 
Government to Representation 
Without Voice.

Lordon, July 10.—The Australian premiers 
are gradually letting the cat out of the 
bag in regard to the coaferences they have 
had with the secretary of state for the 
colonies, Mr., Chamberlain, proving the 
absolute failure of Mr. Chamberlain’s pet 
project for colonial representation at West- 
minster. 

One who was present at these conferences 
eaid to a representative of the Associated 
Press: 

“Wihen Joe embarked in this scheme, as 
the one great step toward imperial federa- 
tion, he was not aware, probably, that 
English sentiment is by. no means ready 
for such a drastic change as to permit 
colonials to sit in parliament. England is 
satisfied with her relations with the colo- 
nies; but she ts not satisfied that such rela- 
tions can stand the strain when the colonies 
become of age and restive in their strength. 
Laurier put our views straight to Champber- 
lain when he said in the conference: 

“ “Canada is satisfied now with her rela- 
tions with the motherland: but we are 
rapidly approaching the parting of the 
ways. When Canada has 10,000,000 of peo- 
ple, she will have attained her strength, 
and unless she has then a direct voice in 
the government governing her she must 
seriously consider whether or not she would 
be better off as an independent nation.’ 

“This is the same thought and conclusion 
reached (by Australia. To put us in the 
house of lords is a simple negative, and to 
put us in the house of commons is impossi- 
ble in the present temper of the English 
To be shut up in a room @s an 
ornamental lot of councillors to whom no- 
body listens, is what we won't have at any 
price.”’ 


Premium Put on Matrimony. 

Another curious remedy for the paucity 
of births tn France is suggested by the 
emiable, scientific senators. Guyot, Labbe 
and Berthelot, who have introduced a Dill 
providing that all married conscripts ‘will 
only have to serve a year in the ranks. 
The promoters of the measure express the 
opinion that the reason the men do not 
marry is beeause military service comes 
just at the time when youths naturally con- 
template marriage; but they hope by the 
offer of deducting two years from their 
military service to entice large numbers 
into matrimony. In order to obviate the 
probability of scheming conscripts marrying 
in order to escape being drafted into the 
army and then divorcing their wives at the 
end of a year’s service, tho bill provides 
that conscripts so acting will have to re- 
turn to the army and complete their three 
years service. 

The Cheapness of Money. 

The issue at 2%, of a loan amounting to 
£2500,000 by the London county council, 
who fixed the minimum tender at par, em- 
phasizes the rapid accumulation of float- 
ing capital in England. 

The Daily Graphic finds an explanation for 
the chtapness of money in the long period 
of peace, cnabling both Europe and 
America to create wealth with tremendous 
rapidity and to the great extension of the 
practice of saving, through the agency of 
savings ‘banks and building societies. 

The dispute in the engineering trades 
seems Hkely to rank among the greatest 
labor wars. It is a deliberate trial of 
strength between the associated employers 
and their men. The trades unions are 
leagued to secure an éight hours’ day of 
work. At the present, nine hours wage, 
and unless there is some interposition, 4 
hundred thousand engineers will be idle 
within a week. The trades unions are pre- 
pared to spend £350,000 of their.reserve fund 
in support of their claims. 

Rivalry of Emperor and President. 

There is great rivalry between Emperor 
William and President Faure in the news- 
of ‘their respective countries, as to 
which of them will get the most honor 
out of the visits to St. Petersburg. On 
one hand it is said that the czar will ap- 
point President Faure colonel of a Russian 
regiment, and another story has it that 400 
workmen are constructing a floating theater 
off an tsland in the Volga, where the 
French president will be entertained with 
a magnificent performance, the staga to 
be illuminated by 6,000 electric lamps. 

On the other band, the German emperor 
is credited with a design to take the wind 
out of the sails of the French by entering 
Cronstadt escorted by a magnificent fleet of 
ten warships, by which he hopes to give his 
visit the character of a triumphal progress. 

It is said that one of the principal fea- 
tures of Manager Sambucetti’s special re- 
port to the pope on the growth of Catholic- 
ism in England is the astonishing conclu-

It is proposed to call the new organiza- 
tion the Western Freight Traffic Associa- 
tion and its object will be to promote unl- 
formity In freight classification, disseml- 
nate correct information respecting tariffs. 
secure reasonableness in rates, provide for 
the economical publication and distribution 
of tafiffs and for the keeping of statistics. 

The powers of the association are to be 
exercised by two boards, one composed of 
executives, the other of commissioners. The 
presidents are to compose the executive 
board, which shall have no power to bind 
members to any cegulation or restraint of 
trade, but shall fix the salaries and ex- 
penses connected with the organization. 
The board of commissioners is to consist 
of five members, who shall devote all of 
their time to the association and shall 
meet daily.

RECEIVERS WILL BUY NEW RAIL 


Judge Goff Renders His Decision in 
the Baltimare and Ohio Case. 

Baltimore, Md., July 10.—(Special.)—Judge 
Goff, of the United States circuit court, 
this afternoon put his seal of approval 
upon the policy of the receivers of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio railroad and authorized 
the issuing of $689,000 worth of certificates 
to pay for 40,000 tons of new steél rails. 

The petition was opposed by attorneys 
of J. H. Morgan & Co., who are trying to 
get control of the road and conduct the 
reorganization. 

The receivers secured an option on 50,000 
tons of rails at $17 a ton, and that option is 
now worth $200,000, as rails have increased 
$4 a ton, They asked for receivers’ certifi- 
cates to pay for 400,000 tons on the main 
stem, and will now buy the rails at $40 less 
per ton than the market price. 

In his decision Judge Goff said that those 
who opposed the petition did so without 
denying a single allegation fn the petition, 
but only objected to paying for the rails 
with certificates.

CONFEREES WILL 
WORK ON SUNDAY 


Labors Stopped Leng Enough To Attend 
Harris's Faneral. 


SITTING TODAY IS NECESSARY 


Republicans Hope To Be Ready with 
the Bill by Tuesday. 


PROGRESS GREATER THAN WAS EXPECTED 


Democrats Cannot Tell How Much 
Time They Will Want Umtil 
Report Is Made. 


Washington, July 10.—The conferees on 
the tariff bill suspended their laborers long 
enough today to attend upon the funeral 
ceremonies conducted over the remains of 
the late Semator Harris, but resolved before 
dispersing for this purpose to reassemble 
immediately after the conclusion of the 
obsequies and to continue their work not 
only tonight, but all day tomorrow. 

The decision to sit on Sunday was not 
reached without some hesitation, but was 
decided upon as necessary to expedite the 
completion of the bill. The conferees are 
still hopeful of being able to conclude 
their labors by the middle of next week. 

While the major portion of the time of 
the conference so far has been given to 
senate amendments over which there is 
comparatively little dispute, there has been 
more or less discussion of some of the 
more difficult problems, and one of these 
is the form of the reciprocity provision 
of the bill. The advice of the president 
has been sought upon this question, and 
it is understood that he has expressed him- 
self as favoring a policy allowing con- 
siderable latitude and based upon IMiberal 
principles. — 

The senate representatives accept this) 
intimation as favorable to their substitute 
for the house provision, as the house para-. 
graph is restricted to certain articles while! 
this {s made capable of covering the en-| 
tire field of foreign commerce, allowing 
a discount of 20 per cent, permitting an iIn- 
crease of the free list and delegating au- 
thority to assure foreign countries that 
any article covered will be retained on the 
free list for five years. 

The house members have not, however, 
signified their acceptance of this view. 
Of the semate amendments passed upon, 
the house of representatives have conceded 
about three-fourths. This course they find 
necessary becnuse of the fact that the bill 
was considered so much more deliberately 
by the senate than by the house. They say 
the house itself would have made amend- 
ments if more time had been given. 

The conferees expressed confidence today 
in being able to call in the demécratic 
members by Tuesday mext. ishey getated 
that they were succeeding better than 
they had hoped to do tn settling their dif- 
ferences. The democratic members of the 
conference say that whether they will 
demand much time in committee when 
called Th, will depend upon what the re- 
publicans do with the amendments made 
in the semate upon the suggestion of demo- 
crats. If they find these to have been 
abandoned, they will ask for explanations,

In order to correctly interpret the 
flamboyant reports that come to this 
country trom the Wolcott -commission, 
it is only necessary for the readers of 
the newspapers to remember that the 
aforesaid commission has no authority 
whatever to commit this government to 
a single definite proposition, The mem- 
bers were sent abroad merely to “feel 
around” and to talk with the represen- 
tatives of the European governments. 

The idta that England will take any 
step whatever to injure the interests of 
her governing class is so preposterous 
that it seems surprising that any sens}- 
ble person in any quarter of the world 
should entertain such a belief.

Sage has run with the crowd as long as 
he could, but he has been forced, 
through an interview in The New York 
Times, to deny any present convictions 
which would lead to prosperity. 

He declares that he would like to take 
a confident view of the immediate bus- 
iness situation, “but,” says he, “as a 
matter of fact, I do not yet see such in- 
dication.” He then goes on with the old 
gag about the country having been very 
sick and not being quite well yet, but 
expressing the hope that “rejuvenation 
is going to come along in natural ways, 
but not in any other way than natural- 
ly.” He looks upon the impending 
strikes as “‘much graver than Wall 
street considers them to be,” but in- 
sists in the face of the fact that the 
people have been economizing to the 
point of niggardliness in order to live 
within their means, that there is over 
production, and pretends to place the 
blame upon labor saving machines and 
like causes, . 

Growing reminiscent, he recalls the 
fact that he used to work sixteen hours 
a day, and when they were reduced to 
twelve he felt that heaven had come. 
Looking at the political situation with 
the eye of a man who is anxious to 
claim success for the policies upheld ‘by 
the government, he is forced to say, as 
millions of American people already 
know, that “the millenium, however, is 
not one of the early things we are go- 
ing to attain.” 

Certainly not under the administra- 
tion of Mr. McKinley, for that has been 
tried and condemned already. 


A Growing Fact. 

The effort of the dissentients from 
the Chicago platform to gain recognition 
within democratic ranks daily becomes 
weaker and weaker, They began at first 
by claiming that with the lapse of a 
few months waat they called Bryanism 
would be lost sight of, and that the men 
who gathered at Indianapolis would fhe 
hailed as the saviors and the preserv- 
ers of the party. 

But now that we have not only passed 
through the campaign, but have got well 
within sight of another, the fact be- 
comes more and more apparent that out- 
side of its retained leaders, gold stan- 
dardism has no _ followers among 
those who were previously aligned with 
the democratic party.

In making this concession The Boston 
Journal, which may be regarded as the 
organ of the combined McKinley people, 
states that the chairman of the demo- 
cratic state central committee has se- 
lected twelve silver men and three gold 
men. With wonderful solicitude the re- 
publican Journal goes on to say that 
“the gold democrats are so hopelessly 
outnumbered that there is no dignified 
corse before them save to resign, or 
else they will be put into a position of 
giving quasi sanction to the cheap 
money propaganda.” Recognizing what 
has always been apparent, The Journal 
states that the logical thing for the gold 


people is “to come over to the irepubli- | 


cans.” It eases the road for them to do 
so by stating that “thousands of them 
voted for McKinley and should feel at 
home in the republican ranks.” 

Another phase of triumphant and mil- 
itant democracy comes from New Yo 
city, growing out of the Fourth of July 
celebration at ‘Tammany hall. The New 
York Sun calls it “Tammany’s rampant 
Bryaniém,” and says that the only en- 
thusiasm displayed was provoked by 
references to Bryanism and the Ohicago 
platform. “It was made manifest,” says 
The Sun, “at Monday’s celebration that 
the only issue which can give life and 
aggressive force to the Tammany cam- 
paign next autumn is the issue of Bry- 
anism.’ While the purpose of The Sun 
in making this statement was not a 
friendly one, yet it stated a fact that 
democracy everywhere will,stand by the 
party and its platform, anc that the par- 
alysis into which the eastern democrac@ 
was thrown by certain leaders _ last 
year has been replaced by buoyancy and 
a determination to hold the banner of 
the party aloft hereafter. 


The Law of Libel. 

One of the good works performed by 
the recent session of the Pennsylvania 
legislature was the repeal of a tyran- 
nical libel law which had come down 
from atime when newspapers were 
struggling for recognition. 

It is the fault of most of the libel laws 
of the United States that they are the 
natural outgrowth of the libel laws of 
England, made in an age when the pub- 
lication of newspapers was louked upon 
with suspicion and jealousy. The re- 
sult of such laws is that a newspaper 
having published facts which have be- 
come matters of notoriety, is held to 
a responsibility from which private par- 
ties making the same statements are 
exempt. In other words, the individual 
goes into court with the presumption of 
innocence in his favor, whilst the news- 
paper publisher is hauled up under the 
burden of being considered guilty and 
having to work out his freedom by evi-. 
dence 

Another evil of the existing libel laws 
of many states is that newspapers are 
liable for simultaneous prosecution in 
every county in which their 
journals circulate. Of late years 
strong efforts have been made in 
the more advanced communities of the 
union to make a change in these old- 
time and out-of-date laws, and to place 
libel where it ought to be—a matter 
of proof before the court, governed by 
“intent,” and punishable by reasona- 
ble processes 

In this connection it may be well to 
say that the present libel law of the 
state of Georgia is one of the most an- 
tiquated and unjust which stands upon 
the statute books of any state in the 
union. It starts out with the presump- 
tion of guilt; it is entirely in the intér- 
est of captious litigants and is cumber- 
some in every respect. Its whole pur- 
pose is not to find out the facts between 
man and man, or to adjust equitably 
causes of complaint between plaintiff 
and publisher, but is solely and only an 
instrument which may be used by the 
most doubtful characters in the state 
for the purpose of harassing and em- 
barrassing publishers, without an idea 
of reaching justice 

It is to be hoped that the Georgia 
legislature will yet take up this statute 
and place it where it ought to be, recog- 
nizing that the newspapers are now 
established organs of society and that 
we should no longer grope along with 
the idea that the neWspaper is the nat- 
ural enemy of the community. 

Massachusetts is to be added to the 
list of states which at last recognize 
liberty of the press to be as important 
as liberty of speech, holding both press 
and person to the same accountability, 
and making neither the subject of ma- 
licilous prosecution.

State flowers thus far selected are as fol- 
lows: Alabama, golden rod; Colorado, 
columbine; Delaware, peach blossom; Ida- 
ho, syringia; Maine, pine cone and taésel; 
Minnesota, cyperdolum; Montana, biober 
root; Nebraska, golden rod; New York, 
rose; Oklahoma, mistletoe; Oregon, golden 
rod; Utah, sego lily (by the legislature); 
Vermont, red clover (by the legislature). 
In other states the scholars or state legis- 
lature have not yet taken action. In 
Rhode Island and Wisconsin for a state 
tree, resulting in the eelection of the maple. 
That tree is also the choice of the New 
York scholars. In Wisconsin the rhododen- 
dron is the choice of many for the state 
flower, but has not yet been adopted. An 
attempt was made in 1896 to hold a national 
convention at Asheville, N. C., to deter- 
mine upon a national flower to recommend 
to congress for adoption. There were but 
seven states represented, and it was de- 
cided to wait until a larger representation 
could be secured. An informal caucus of 
the delegates, mostly from the east and 
south, revealed that the columbine was the 
favorite. 


New American Vessels. 

Editor Constitution—Please print a list 
of the vessels built itn the United States 
for the last fiseal year. C. T. JENKINS. 

Albany, Ga., July 9$th. 

During the fiscal year ended on June 3th 
there were built in the United States and 
officially numbered 729 vessels of 177,643 
gross tons, compared with 709 vessels of 
203,977 tons in the previous year. The de- 
crease is almost wholly in wooden tonnage, 
which for 1897 amounts to #,$0 tons, com- 
pared with 94,715 tons for 18%. Of the total 
construction, 347 vessels of 113,065 tors were 
steam vessels, compared with 322 of 124,N7 
tons for the previous year. Steel steamers 
built on.the great lakes numbered fifteen, 
of 55,866 tons, compared with twenty-four, 
of 66,020 tons, in the previous year.

What the Heliograph Is. 


Editor Constitution—Wil! you please tell 
us something about the apparatus known 


as the “‘hellograph?’’ 
FRANK ADAMS. 

Tallulah Falls, Ga. 

The hellograph, which broadly translated 
means to “write at a distance by the 
agency of the sun,”’ is a machine to utilize 
the sun’s rays, as telegraphic instruments 
do the electric current for long distance 
communication. No wires, however, or 
batteries are necessary, the tranamission 
of the signals being accomplished by an 
instrument which may be used for either 
purpose. Roughly described, it consists of 
a highly polished mirror, in front of which 
is a shutter, which is’ manipulated by a 
key somewhat similar to the use in tele- 
graphing. The instrument is taken to 
s0me eminence, from which a clear crd un- 
Obstructed view can be obtained. It is 
then focussed so the rays of the sun strike 
directly on the shutter. When the key is 
depressed the shutter files open and the 
rays shining on the brilllant reflector are 
flashed toward whichever point may have 
been settled on previously as the location 
of the second or receiving machine. Skill- 
ed manipulation of the key produces sig- 
nals corresponding to telegraphic dots and 
dashes, which are so combined as to indi- 
cate letters and figures. The Morse alpha- 
bet was formerly employed foe this pur- 
pose, Dut as its use was so common if wus 
deemed advisable to arrange one not s0 
easy to decipher. An observer stationey 
at an intermediate point between che two 
instruments could not see the fashes. It 
would be necessary for him to be on a 
level and direct line wich the sending ma- 
chine. Of course in rainy or murky weath- 
er it is out of the question to use such 
means of communication 

The heliograph has been largely asiopted 
of late by the United States signal ser- 
vice, both in the war and weather depart- 
ments, and it is recorded that United 
states surveyors have sent intelligible mes- 
sages 100 miles under favorable conditions, 


Two Navies | Compared. 


Editor Constitution—What is the compar- 
ative strengtn of the German and Russian 
navies? DON’T KNOW. 

According to The Statesman’s Year Book 
of 1897, which is considered an authority, 
the following data show the numerical 
strength of ¢he German and Russian “reg- 
ular’ armies: 

By the law of August 3, 1893, to continue 
in force to March 31, 1899, the peace strength 
of the German imperial army.-is 479,229 
men, which, including officers, surgeons and 
others, should amount to one less than 
500,000. No official returns of the war 
strength of the German army are publish- 
ed; but it is estimated that in the last ex- 
tremity Germany on her present organiza- 
tion would have a war strength of over 
3,000,000 frained men. 

The total of the fleld troops of the Rus- 
sian European ermy on peace footing is 
700,000 combatants, and about 28,200 officers; 
the Asiatic army in active sedvice amounts 
to about 70,000, exclusive of officers. The 
number of men in the regular service has 
been rendered obligatory for all men from 
their twenty-first year, with certain modi- 
fications as to furloughs, duties in the re- 
serve, etc. Out of about 870,000 young men 
reaching every yeér their twenty-first year, 
about 275,000 are taken into the active army, 
and the remainder are inscribed partly in 
the reserve and rartly in the second re- 
serve or “zapas.”’ 

Altogether it is considered as probable 
that in case of war European Russia alone 
could have in the first line of battle nine- 
tee1 army corps, reinforced each by one di- 
vision, thus making an army of 1,355,000 
men strong. The reserve troops, together 
with about 400,000 of the militia, might give 
a second army in the second battle line 
about 1,100,000 men strong, while Russian 
Asia could furnish about 60,000 trained men

The politigal chill of '97 is not Ifkely soon 
to be forgotten, and especially by the mem- 
bers of the Atlanta McKinley Club. 

There is our friend, Dr. I. 8. Hopkins, 
for instance. He was the pastor of one of 
our most important churches—one which, 
in the social influence which it ccentrols as 
well as in 
should have filled the ambition of almost 
any man. Suddenly it was thrown up, and 
with much display it was announced that 
the doctor would spend four years among 
the isles of Greece, where classic breezes 
would fan his brow. All wags made plain 
when the fact was brought out that he 
was a member of the McKinley Club—thé 
Atlanta McKinley Club—and that therefore 
his footing was sure. Buck is in Japan;

There was meat hanging away out on 
the end of this pole, though the terms were 
a little unsavory.

“Boston, Mass., September 7, 1896.—Sir: 
In- the present unsettled condition of the 
country it behooves prudent houses to re- 
duce all possible. The south, we are sorry 
to say, has been so inimical to invested 
capital that the better classes up this way 
are sorely annoyed. We would be glad to 
have you, as our Mr. was head 
salesman of the house you recently served, 
and he adds so much to your references, 
Confidence and not more money is what 
the country wants. Mr. Cleveland is help- 
ing McKinley all he can, and if men of like 
mind would get together, we could re- 
establish business satisfactorily. We shall 
write you again. 

The other replies were of the same tenor 
—that the election of Mr. Bryan meant dis- 
aster and@ that of Mr. McKinley was pros- 
perity. 

“Damn if,’’ said our traveler, “this is the 
first time that such a political combine as 
this was ever made between business men.

‘“‘Yes,’’ chimed in Mr. Tvey, ‘“‘there will be 
no negro in the republican party this time, 
as white men are to take full charge.” : 

“Well, I believe I will,’’ said the travel, 
ing man, and the three walked up to the 
hall wherein were gathered the salt which 
was to cleanse out the republicanism of 
Georgia. He found there 135 well-known cit- 
izens, all of whom had received identical 
letters with his own, from business corre- 
spondents of the trade centers, and who 
had determitmed to make the necessary sac- 
rifice for the restoration of prosperity.

The other letters were but curt refusals 
of employment, declaring in one or two in- 
stances that liquidation was  {Ineyitable. 
Here was a line of commerce which has 
always been the spoiled child of protection, 
in whose special irterest congress had taken 
more care than that of any other line of 
business, which was putting up the plea of 
harder times than ever, dismissal of em- 
ployees, reduction of wages and liquidation. 
It was no wonder that when our friend 
called upon (Mr. Martin and found him too 
busy to talk, and Mr. Ivey nursing wrath 
because of Buck’s neglect of the McKin- 
ley club, he tore up his card of mem- 
bership, and is now anxiously awaiting the 
advent of 1900. 


THE PASSING THRONG., 


Senator Charlton E. Battle, of Columbus, 
came up yesterday.

My. Walter Clements, of Eastman, who 
was here for two or three days with a 
new railroad project, has returned home.

W. T. Moyers, of the Atlanta bar, con- 
tributes an interesting suggestion to the 
law reform discussion. Mr. Moyers knows 
well what the. technicalities mean and he 
says that radical changes in the criminal 
laws would increase the technicalities. 

“If the problem now engaging the law 
reformers is how to speedily try and pun- 
ish criminals,”’ says Mr. Moyers, ‘‘the solu- 
tion is a simple one, namely, more freque.t 
terms than two a vear of our superior 
courts. If for this purpose it is necessary 
to create more judicial circuits and more 
judges, legislative enactment will accom- 
plish it. Existing laws providing for ‘fast 
bills of exceptions’ in criminal cases and 
aivancing such cases ahead of others in 
the supreme court, make the route from the 
trial court to the court of last resort short 
enough to satisfy the most impatient and 
blood-thirsty prosecutor. 

“Radical changes in the criminal laws, 
such as have been suggested by would-be 
reformers, instead of obviating delays and 
technicalities, would cause them. Ten 
years hence our courts would stil) be en- 
euged in settling new questions arising, for 
instanee, from a law allowing amendments 
in criminal pleadings as in civil. Mean- 
time the criminal would laugh in his sleeves 
and bless the reform which furnished hima 
new supply of technicalities and a new se- 
ries of delays. 

“Of course, the cry against so-called tech- 
nicalities is fruitless. In applying laws 
which are general to the special facts of 
any case there is always difficulty. Ques- 
tions, doubts, points will certainly arise. 
This is due, not to defects In the law, but 
to deficiewecies In the human mind. There 
are iimitations to human understanding. 
To get rid of technicalities In any case one 
or two things is necesgary, namely, the re- 
formers must make ‘man all-wise, or they 
Must dispense altogether with law. 

“British justice, which is so lauded by 
anglomaniacs among us, judged by the ex- 
amples with which we are famliiar, is a 
degree worse than our own. The light 
thrown on icenglish courts and laws Dy the 
WMaybrick case and the Castile case does not 
show them as modeis py any means. In 
the One Instance a friendiess woman of 
proven innocence, yet convicted by an in- 
sane judge, is serving a life prison sen- 
tence; in the other, a wealthy thief, con- 
lessediy guilty in more than thirty cases, 
was compounded with and discharged by 
one of the higtaest courts because of. the 
‘technicality’—témporary mental aberra- 
tion. 

“Again, we all Know of the enormous 
costs taxed in English courts, but which, 
happily, are not incident to trials in ours. 
ln a famous speech a few years since the 
lord chief justice alluded approvingly to 
thelr custom of .impoverishing litigants, 
and Said it would be a public calamity to 
muke justice cheap. 

‘““Promptness and speed in Judicial proced- 
ure are desirable, but there are other things 
involved of even greater Weight and im- 
portance. The milis of the gods, although 
they ‘grind slowly,’ are accounted above 
criticism because they ‘grind exceeding 
small.’ 

“In my humble opinion, the reform most 
needed is that whicn will take the judiciary 
out of politics. It should be made impossi- 
ble to use the superior court bench as a 
Stepping stone to congress or any other 
political office. The judicial office is a high 
and hoiy one, sufficiently exalted and hon- 
Orable to satisfy the ambition of any man 
who is worthy to fill it. There should be 
no temptation and no opportunity for men 
who do not so regard it to wear the 
ermine. Can the necessity for a different 
method of selecting the judicgary be more 
strongly emphasized than by alluding to 
the defeat, in recent years, of Marshall J. 
Clarke and John L. Hopkins, candidates for 
the supreme bench—defeats compassed by 
ring politics and slate-making.’’

NEVER RETURNED TO JACKSON

The identity of the strange man who ac- 
companied Miss Echols to the Jackson 
hotel at midnight Wednesday last, and who 
is so prominent in the case of the disap- 
pearance of the young lady, has not yet 
been ascertained. 

He failed to return to the Jackson Friday 
night, and no trace of the stranger can de 
found. He is the missing link in the 
mystery of Miss Echols’s disappearance, 
and every effort has been made to locate 
him, but without success. It was thought 
that he would return to the Jackson Ffiday 
night after the young lady, as he had stated 
when last there that he would come for 
“Mrs. Anthony” and take her away that 
night. 

The finding of Miss Echols at the hotel 
early Friday morning and the subsequent 
developments of the day and the events 
leading up to the discovery of the young 
lady was fully told of in yesterday's Con- 
stitution. The story of the discovery and 
of the young lady’s whereabouts during 
Wednesda night, Thursday and Friday was 
read with widespread interest, being the 
first announcement of a single fact as to 
the doings of the young lady from the time 
she left Mr. Oppenhiem in the Kimball 
house about 7 o’clock on Wednesday night.

Increased Demand for Money. 
New York, July 10.—The Financier says: 
Coming after the unprecedented eX pan- 

S.0ns noted tor the week ending July 3d the 
bank elatement for the current week ex: 
hibits but modest changes. That there is 
stil, a demand for money, the increase of 
$1,058,700 In loans, clearly shows. A com- 
parison of the returns of the sixty-five 
clearing house bauks individually reveals 
the fact that thirty-six have increased ana 
twenty-nine have decreased their loans, 
the changes, with one or two exceptions 
being unimportant. But while loans are 
increasing, deposits for the week have ex- 
ceded them in volume, the gain for the 
past seven days aggregating $2,689,800. The 
banks also ‘hhold $642,600 more in cash than 
on July 3d. The effect of these opera- 
tions has been to hold the total reserve al- 
most stationery. The changes in deposits 
of some of the banks for the week have 
been much larger than ordinarily, at least 
six of the banks showing inereases cor de- 
Creases* of $2,000,000 each, which reflects 
probably the shifting of funds incident to 
July settlements. This has changed the 
reserve percentages of several of the banke 
materially; one, a state institution, required 
by law to hold only a 19 per cen: reserve, 
has not over 53 per cent of its deposits on 
hand in the shape of cash. The situation, 
however, is of more promise than indicated 
by the statement. The banks laving a 
large business throughout the south and 
west report a good inquiry for re-diseounts 


and considerable money is going into the 
cotton states for crop purposes. ‘The 


money on wall In New York is much more 
concentrated than usual and it is sald to 
be a fact that one of the largest institu- 
tions has nearly $20,000,000 cash outstanding 
in tris way. This is not fmportant except 
to show that the market may be sensitive 
to control, once that changes In rates be- 
gin. Bankers, however. do not anticipate 
material advances in money rates for the 
present, aS the supply of funds not only in 
New Yor, buf elsewhere as well, is fae in 
excess of the demand. 

“It is worthy of mention, not as having 
a bearing on the statement, but as break- 
ing a long decrease, that the circulation 
of the New York banks shows a small in- 
crease this week, after a steady shrinkage 
of eight months, during which there has 
been a logs of about $7,000,000 in this item 
alone.” 

Total sales of stocks today were 54,902, 
including Sugar 11,10 and St. Paul 7,100.

GOVERNXMENT GRAIN REPORT. 


Condition of Crops | Showing the Aver- 


ages. 

) Washington, July 10.—The July returns to 
the statisician. of the department of agri- 
culture indicate the following average con- 
ditions: ¢ 

Corn 82.9, winter wheat 81.2, spring wheat 
91.2, combined spring and winter wheat 
$4.9, Oats 87.5, winter rye 96, spring rye 90, 
barley 88.5, tobacco 78.5, Irish potatoes 87.8. 

The report on the acreage of corn» which 
is preliminary shows a decrease of 1-2 per 
cent as compared with that of last year. 
This reports a decrease of about 1,000; 000 
acres. lilinois, Missouri, Kansas, Texas 
and one or two less important, corn pro- 
ducing states show an increased acreage, 
but this is more than offset by the shrink- 
age in lowa, Indiana, Ohio, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee and other states. The average con- 
dition of corn is only 82.9, or 9.5 points lower 
than in July of last year. The principal 
Stale averages are as follows: Ohio 76, 
Michigan 80, Indiana %3. Illinois 82, lowa 
75, \(Mssouri 92, Kansas 9%, Nebraska ‘O2; 
Texas 101, Tennessee 90, Kentucky 8&7. 

The condition of winter wheat, 81.2, is 
2.7 points higher than last month and 1.6 
points higher than in July of last year; 
that of spring wheat, 91.2, is 1.6 points 
hgher than last month, but 2.1 points lower 
than in July of last vear. ‘The average 
condition of spring and winter wheat com- 
bined is 94.9, is 1.5 points higher than that 
of the corresponding period last year. The 
percentage of the wheat crop of 189 re- 
ported as on hand on July 1, 1897, is 6.6 
per cent. The average condition of the oat 
crop, 57.5, compares very unfavoraibly with 
that of July, 1896, but is only a gemall frac- 
tion of 1 per cent less than the average 
July condition for the last ten years. The 
average condition of winter rye, 95.1, is 11 
points higher than in July last year, but 
that of spring rye, 90, is 9.6 points 
than it was at that time. The condition 
of barley is improving, having advanced 
1.1 peints during the month, and is now 
Slightly better than last year. Tobacco 
ucreage shows a falling off of over 20 per 
cent as compared with last year, and the 
condition, 78, is less by 13 points than that 
of July last. 

There is a decrease in the acreage of Irish 
potatoes of 8.4 as compared with that of 
last year. The shrinkage is general, Ne- 
braska being the only state with any con- 
siderable acreage devoted to this crop that 
shows an increase. In point of condition 
also the crop at this time compares 
unfavorably with that of last year, the 
figures being 87.8 and 99, respectively. 

The wool report indicates 5.8 pounds as 
the average weight per fleece, as compared 
with 5.7 last year and 5.6.in 189%. The Eu- 
ropean agent of the department reports 
that the weather during June was generally 
favorable to growing crcps, except in Rus- 
sia and parts of Germany and Italy, but 
the wheat crop will be below the average 


in Great Britain, France and <Austria- 
Hungary. A consular report from Wini- 
peg, Manitoba, indicates, good crops of 
wheat, oats and barlev ‘on an increased 


ecreage in that province, 


Peine, Murphy & Co.’s Grain Letter. 

Atlanta. Ga., July 10.—The week closes 
with a bearish feeling in both grain and 
provisions. Only once dvurirg the past five 
days have holders of wheat felt encouraged 
in their position, and that was when reports 
trom the secboard stated that foreigners 
showed a marked disposition to buy our 
cash wheat, but the interest manifested 
seems to have almost dwindled away again, 
and the bulis find themselves with a goodly 
amount of strong sixatistical conditions 
that have been prevailing so long as to 
have about lost their force, but minus the 
sort of news that inspires buying and cur- 
tails short selling. The bears on the other 
hand have been favored with excellent 
weather and promising reports from the 
wheat fields, and if present indications are 
not misleading and reports are true, there 
will soon be a large movement of new 
wheat toward wheat centers to replete 
the great deficiency that has prevailed for 
so long, and which has made No. 2 reda 
scarce and fancy priced article. This nas 
a tendency to keep country speculators 
either out of the market or on the short 
side, and there does not seem tuo be enough 
bull enthusiasm to cause more than natu- 
ral. reactions. Advices are numerous re- 
garding damage to French. Russian and 
Danubian crops, and The Daily Trade Bul- 
letin estimates that the wheat crop of Eu- 
rope will be 100,000,000 bushels less than 
1896, but foreign markets do not respond 
to any marked degree to these damaAge re- 
ports, and as a consequence, the effect upon 
the home market attracts no special atten- 
tion. The close today is not encouraging to 
holders and we think it will require good 
export buying to sustain prices. 

Corn has beén active, but closes with 


most.of the week's advance lost. The feat- 
ure until yesterday was reports of damage 
from the west, owing to tne weather which 
caused good local and outside buying, a 
part of which was probaply for short ac- 
cgunt. Later these reports were modified, 
which changed the sentiment and created 


selling. Yesterday afternoon and last 
night good rains were reported to have 
fallen in the corn belt, which caused a 


heavy feeling today, and a decline of %e 
per bushel from yesterday’s close. 

Provisions have heen inactive with the 
trade, largely professional. The specula- 
tive feeling is not as strong as last week, 
and during the past two days there has 
been more or less liquidation.

Atlanta, June 10.—Trade in these lines has 
been extremely good for the past week. and 
while prices in some Ines for the past few 
days have been low, the volume of receipts 
has been large and the movement heavy. 

Bananas are slightly off in price, but 
there is a marked absence of the demoral- 
ization in prices which this fruit usually 
encounters at this season. This can be ac- 
counted for only on the ground of light 
receipts, and as in this section at least, 
there is no lack of the usual quantity of 
melons and small fruits.

Lutherville is incorporated and 
has a mayor and council and a city mar- 
shal. Mr. Chandler being such a promi- 
nent citizen, at first no attention was paid 
ta the fact that he failed to obey the sum- 
mons sent him to appear at court to be 
tried for the fight. Time passed and the 
counec!] at one of its meetings discussed the 
case against ‘Mr. Chandler. It Was thought 
he had forgotten abdut the matter and a 
fresh summons would bring him into court. 
So the papers were again served by the 


marshal, but still Mr. Chandler did not 


appear in court. 
Defied Court and Council. 

Nearly six months rolled by and as Mr. 
Chandler had not answered the court sum- 
mons, the coune!ti made some inquiries and 
at last ascertained that it was his inten- 
tion to utterly ignore both the mayor and 
council At last, however, some of his 
personal friends made an appeal to him In 
favor of law and good government and he 
consented to stand a trial. 

Last Wednesday the trial took place and 
it was quite an event in the town of Luth- 
erville. The mayor, who acted as recorder, 
fined Mr, Chandler $2 and costs, which 
made the total amount $3. 

Mr. Chandler said most emphatically that 
he Would not pay the fine. 

‘Then. you can appeal the case,” said the 
mayor, “by giving a bond for twice the 
amount—$6.”’ 

“I won't give any bond,”’ replied -the de- 
fendant. 

And saying this he walked out of court to 
his store. One of his friends offered to 
eign the bond, but Mr. Chandler would not 
permit him to do so. 

The mayop and council told the marshal, 
a Mr. Smith, that he would have to arrest 
Mr. Chandler and lock him up in the cala- 
boose to serve out his time for falling to 
pay the fine. The marshal went to the 
store and ‘Mr. Chandler got behind a coun- 
ter where the Knives were kept, and simply 
defied the officer to take hold of him. 

The marshal appealed for aid, but none of 
the citizens went to his assistance. Then 
the marshal resigned. 

The council talked the matter over, but 
could come to no decision about the Knotty 
problem.

SHE HAD REACHED A RIPE AGE 


Three Daughters Survive Her, Two of 
@hem Residing in Atlanta and 
One in Athens. 


Athens, Ga, July 10.—(Special.)—Mrs. 
General Thomas R. R. Cobb, after a long 
illness, died this morning at 11° o’clock at 
the home of her daughter, Mrs. A. L. 
Hull, of this city. 

Mrs. Cobb had heen tn declining health 
for the past year, and her death was due 
to the general breaking ‘down of her sys- 
tem under the weight of beventy-five 
years of age. 

Her condition had been critical for the 
past three weeks, and during that time 
her three daughters were constantly at 
her bedside. Mrs. Cobb was one ‘of the 
most’ universally béloved women who ever 
lived tn Athens. 

Previous to her marriage Mre. Cobb was 
Miss Marion McHenry Lumpkin, daughter 
of Chief Justice Lumpkin. In 1844 she was 
married to Colonel Thomas R. R. Cobb, 
at that time one of the most brilliant 
young lawyers in the state, just entering 
upon the practice of his profession. 

An old citizen of Athens, speaking of 
that event, said that when Mr. Cobb 
asked Chief Justice Lumpkin for the hand 
of his daughter in marriage, ‘the chief jus- 
tice replied that he could have his daugh- 
ter when he had made one thousand dol- 
lars in the practice of his profession. It 
only required a few months for the able 
young lawyer to fulfill the duty thus im- 
posed upon him. 

Six children blessed this union. Two boys 
died in their youth. One daughter, Miss 
Lucy Cobb, died at the age of fourteen 
years, and in her honor Lucy Cobb in- 
stitute, founded “by General Cobb in 1858, 
was given its name. 

Three daughters survive Mrs. Cobb—Mrs. 
Harry Jackson, of Atlanta: Mrs. Hoke 
Smith, of Atlanta, and Mrs. A. L. Hull, 
of Athens. 

Mrs. Cobb leaves one sister and one 
brother—Mrs. Callid King, mother of Hon. 
Porter King, of Atlanta, and Dr. James 
M. Lumpkin, of this city. She was the 
aunt of Judge J. H. Lumpkin, of Atlanta, 
and Colonel E. K. Lumpkin, of this city. 

Mrs. Cobb was, during her long and use- 
ful life, a consistent member of the Pres- 
byterian church, and was one of the most 
regular attendants upon its services up 
to the last year of her life. She was an 
active factor in religious movements until 
old age ‘prevented, and her charity was 
dispensed with loving and generous hand. 

The funeral will occur from the Presby- 
terian echureh tomorrow afternoon at 5 
o'clock and will be conducted by Rey. J. W. 
Walden, the pastor.

The “other negro, Joe Harden, is still 
locked up at the police barracks. The offi- 
cers at work on the case are mum as to 
the evidence they have secured against 
Harden. In speaking of the case yesterday 
morning an officer said: 

“It will not do for us to have pub- 
lished just yet what evidence ye have 
against Harden, but we have sufficient at 
this time to lead us to think if he is not 
the right party he at least Knows some- 
thing about the murder.”’ 

Yesterday three or four citizens calied 


at the police barracks and were taken back | 


to look at Harden. When they came out 
they made such remarks as: 

“He looks -like the negro.” 

What they were identifying him for 
could not be ascertained, as the officers en- 
joined the greatest secrecy upon all whom 
they brought to the barracks to see the 
prisoner. 

One of the visitors says he was asked td 
say whether Harden was 4 negro he met 
on the night of the killing near the cap- 
itol and about an hour before the shoot- 
ing.

AN EX-POLICEMAN FILES SUIT 
AGAINST HARRY L. ENGLISH. 


$75 Diamond Stud Is the Cause of 
the Suit Being Filed—Hot 
Charges Are Made, 


J. M. Reeves, an ex-policeman, has filed 
@ rather sensational suit against Mr. Har- 
ry L. English, whom he sues for $5,000 
damages. The suit was filed yesterday by 
Judge A. A. Manning, who is counsel for 
the plaintiff. 

Reeves claims in his petition that sey- 
eral weeks ago he purchased from Mr. Eng- 
lish a diamond stud, which was valued at 
75. He said the stud was bought so that it 
could be sold to a third party and that 
the payments to Mr. English were to be 
made in installments. Reeves says he sold 
the ring and began paying Mr. English 
untfl all but about $10 was paid, when Mr. 
English took out a bail trover proceeding 
and had Reeves arrested, claiming that the 
full amount of $75 was still due on the 
stud. 

It is charged that Reeves gave bond for 
the payment of the money and was re- 
leased. A short time ago, so the petition 
claims, English became dissatisfied with 
the bond which had been given by Reeves 
and the latter was again arrested and was 
kept in custody several days before he 
could again give security that Mr.. English 
would accept. 

Reeves claims he has been persecuted and 
damaged by English in: the sum of $5,000 
and he asks that he be given a fudgment 
of the court against the defendant in the 
amount alleged.

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‘WILL BUILD A NEW PLANT 


Work on the Troy Steam Laundry 
Building Will Commence Monday. 


TO BE READY IN THREE MONTHS 


A Large Force of Hands Will Be at 
Work and the Plant Will Cost

A new building, which will be the finest 
Plant of its king in the south, will be 
erected by the Troy Steam Laundry Com- 
pany.

As stated 
that will be held on the coast and is 
slated for the middle of next month. At 
this session of the society all cegular busi- 
ness will be taken up and disposed of.

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A little volume which will interest all 
confederate veterans, ag well as all those 
who like to read personal memoirs of the 
gieat civil war, has just been published by 
the Robert Clarke Company, of Cincinnati. 
It is entitled ‘‘Personal Recollections and 
Experiences in the Confederate Army,” and 
is written by Captain Jamés Dinkins, or, 
as he calls himself, ‘‘an old Johnnie.” He 
entered the army a mere lad, and fought to 
the end. The most interesting part of his 
reminiscences is his account of the cam- 
paigns of General Forrest in north Mis- 
Ssissippi and western Tennessee, in which 
he took an active part. It is a thrilling 
story of cavulry warfare, and he tells, in 
a most interesting style, of some of the 
dashing campaigns of the “Murat” of the 
Southern confederacy. One of the charms 
of the book is that which shows the social 
side of the war. When, for a few weeks, 
the enemy's attacks Were quiescent, the 
visits of the officers to the old-time south- 
ern plantations revived for the moment all 
the festivities which were in vogue before 
the war’s grim visage had cast its shadow 
over the scene.
